“¥ather Tim” was John Cloud, a homeless wan- 
@lerer who had beaten his way on freight trains 
from Denver. 

Last Thursday morning the good priest stood 
in the doorway of his home at Sixth and Biddle 
streets, and upon a step lower down stood an 
outcast whose clothing was dirty and worn, and 
whose face was bloated with drink. “Father Tim” 
had him by the. hand, and “Father Tim’s” face 
beamed with as much pleasure and interest and 
Sympathy as if the man“had been a millionaire 
who had just given #fortune to the churth.

“And who the devil are you?” asked the land- 
lord of the cheap lodging house. 

“My name is Timothy Dempsey, and for fear 
you'll forget it, I'll give you that as a reminder,” 
said Father Dempsey, and he knocked the man 
down. 

One of Father Dempsey’s favorite maxims is: 
“A kind word never broke a tooth.” 

In the last year 16,009 men have lodged in 
Father Dempsey’s hotel, and there has never been 
a quarrel or a fight in the house. 

That is a remarkable record. These 16,009 
men were wanderers, most of them. Many of 
them had been dragged down by drink. Among 
them were men of all ages, nationalities and tem- 
peraments. They nad filled the 400 beds many a 
night and overflowed upon the floors. Often 200 
men lay upon the bare floor and slept. And yet, 
in a year, there was never even a quarrel in the 
place. 


Puts Them on Honor, 


“How do you manage to keep them from fight- 
ing?” was asked of Father Dempsey. 

“I don’t know. I just put every man of them 
on his honor.” 

The secret of it is that Father Dempsey has a 
heart full of sympathy for every man in or out 
of his hotel. He believes in them. A man can’t 
fall too low for Father Dempsey to lose faith in 
him. 

“What's your theory of deaffng with them?” he 
was asked. 

“I haven’t any theory at all unless you call it a 
theory that a kind word never broke a tooth,” he 
answered. “I never read anything about how to 
care for these men. And I don’t want to read 
anything about it. It’s a mistake to think that a 
man belongs to some particular class: because he’s 
out of work and wandering around the country 
in search of it, or in search of anything else. 
These men who come to my hotel are just the 
same as other men, only better than many of 
them. They’re certainly as good a class of men 
as ever I had dealings with, and kindness is not 
wasted on them.” 

Father Dempsey often stays in the hotel with 
his lodgers until midnight, talking with ‘them. 
There is no formality, no religious requirements, 
no cant and no hypocrisy. 

If a man has 10 cents a may get a’ fine bed, with 
clean sheets and a bath in the morning. If he 
has no money he can sleep on the floor. And 
Father Dempsey meets every man 6f them as his 
equal. 

“Sure, and why shouldn’t I? They're just as 
good as me. And some are better,” he says. 


An ‘* Biles’ 99 Rest. 


Father Dempsey has two hotels. One he calls 
“The Exiles’ Rest.” It is at 901 North Eighth 
street and is for old men. The other, “Father 
Dempsey's Hotel,” ig at 1111 North Seventh street. 
It has 400 beds and a restaurant. It is the clean- 
est, most comfortable and best cheap lodging 
house in St. Louis. It has beén open a year. In 
that year the hotel and Exiles’ Rest have given 
7953 paid lodgings and 8056 free lodgings. They 
have given 2150 free meals, and the free labor

Last winter an old Irishman was sent from 
the hotel to the hospital and died there. Father 
Dempsey gave him a fine-funeral in his church, a 
requiem mass and all that. When some of his 
parishioners asked him about it, Father Dempsey 
whispered to.them: 

“Whist, say nothing; he had a rich uncle.in 
New York who paid for it all.”’ 

The truth was that the man died a pauper. But 
he had been a good Christian and Father Dempsey 
gave him a good Christian burial, and none but a 
few very intimate friends knew that he paid for 
the coffin and the undertaxer and the hearse. 

Father Dempsey calls the guests in his hotel 
“The Lads.” * 


Not Hoboes—Wanderers. 


“When you’re writing up my hotel, be careful 
and don’t use the words tramp or hobo; it sets 
the lads crazy,” he said. ‘“‘And they’re not tramps 
or hoboes. Because a man is temporarily out of 
work does not make him a tramp, and because 
a man goes north in summer to escape the heat 
and south in winter to escape the cold doesn’t 
make him a hobo.”’ 

Father Dempsey persists in ealling a tramp “a 
man who has no fixed place of abode.” 

“My method is to try and instill in a man a 
realization that he was not born to be a wanderer, 
and I try to awaken a desire in him to settle down 
and become a responsible citizen. If he won't 
work, all right; he can stay as long as he likes. 
If he will work I get him a job. And when he 


‘goes to work I trust him for his board, buy him 


tools and clothes if he needs them, and we don’t 
watch him. We never yet went to an employer to 
interfere with a man's pay. If he wants to run 
away he can. But let me tell you how that works 
out. In the last year not one man we trusted 
has cheated us, not one. The last city payday we 


received $103 owing us in the restaurant-and $67 


in the hotel. 

“I've paid as high as $25 for shovels for men 
to work with, and I never lost a dollar that way 
They always pay. 
They're fine men.”’

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chance. He has now in thé bank $2000 in various 
small sums belonging to his guests. 

Capt. O’Malley of the Carr Street Police Station 
says that Father Dempsey and his hotel do more 
to keep law and order in that community than 
all the police in it. 

“Many a night he comes in here with a drunk- 
en man or woman he picked up in the street,” said 
Capt. O’Malley. “He says to me: ‘Here, Captain, 
is a poor fellow who has had a drop too much. 
Take care of him till morning and Ill come and 
get him.’ And he’s at the door the next morning 
at 6 o’clock. He takes the fellow up to his hotel 
and gives him a bath and some hot coffee and tells 
him a funny story or two. He’s great on funny 
stories, is Father Dempsey. And the first thing 
you know that man is ready to fight or die or 
do anything else for Father Dempsey. He reforms 
lot and lots of them and keeps them straight.” 

‘Father Dempsey won’t have a drunken man in 
his hotel. 

“Of course, I wouldn’t pitch a man into the 
street if he was drunk,” he says. ‘I would take 
him to the police station to sober up.” 

In St. Louis alone are 200 men holding steady, 
respectable positions who came to Father Demp- 
sey’s hotel as outcast men. Scatteréd_throughout 
the country are hundreds of other men who have 
been redeemed through his influence He has

reunited "many a severed family, has sent many a 
young man home to his sorrowing mother and has 
turned hundreds of men from a wasted life to one 
of usefulness. 

In the year just ended Father Dempsey’s hotel 
took in 547.58 and expended $17,490.19, a 
deficit of 42.61. But that shortage was made 
good by friends. 

“Everybody has been good to the, " gaid “Fa- 
ther Tim.” “I have nothing but the most pleas- 
ant memories of the pen year. I have had noth- 
ing to discourage me.’ 

Father Dempsey never asks for money to help 
along his different charities. 


“T hate to ask a friend to help me out with, 


the hotel,” he said. “I'd like for it to pay its own 
way, and I believe it will this year. Anyway, if 
it don’t I have a lot of good friends who won't 
see me stuck in a hole with it. I make every 
man that has a dime pay for his bed. ‘That makes 
him feel. independent and self-respecting. But if 
he hasn’t the dime we let him sleep on the floor, 
but always with the expectation that he will go 
to work as soon as he can and pay his way.” 

Father Dempsey is the priest of St. Patrick's 
parish, and many of the lodgers in his hotels are 
members of his church: Many of his lodgers 
have-been with him since the hotel first opened 
and have paid their way all along.

ROOSEVELT, MAN AND MAGISTRATE. 

Some of Mr. Roosevelt’s special messages read 
as though they had been written to supply omis- 
sions or to qualify his earlier utterances. 

Hindsight is said to be better than foresight. 
It is easier, at any rate, and it should be more 
accurate. A good many people told the Presi- 
dent long ago that the violence of his preach- 
ments was tending naturally to the creation of 
class spirit and class consciousness. He is now 
attempting to allay this feeling and to put him- 
self on record against it. The “probability is 
that he’ will make matters worse. 

An, important fact which he sgems) never to 
have understood is that the Pr ent of the 
United States has always spoken with more force 
than any other American. It is not who he is 
or the subject matter of his remarks that counts. 
It is what he is. He occupfes a position which 
commands attention. His lightest word travels 
far. 

Mr. Roosevelt has performed a great, service 
in arousing the people to a proper realization of 
certain notorious abuses, but’ he might have ac- 
complished the same end by more discreet meth- 
ods; he might have allayed instead of exciting 
class antagonisms, and he might, with greater 
wisdom and* restraint, have exercised a more 
powerful influence upon Congress.

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PERSONAL LIBERTY IN ILLINOIS. 

The progress of sentiment hostile to saloons 
even among Democrats of the North, who have 
generally been liberal on the subject of the liquor 
traffic, is well illustrated by the actign of the Il- 
linois Democratic Convention the other day. 

A subject which in other years would have 
been disposed of in a few minutes engaged the 
attention of the Committee on Resolutions near- 
ly all day and later on there was a contest in 
the convention itself. Two powerful and keen- 
ly antagonistic elements appeared. 

The United Societies, an association of liquor 
dealers and kindred interests, which has carried 
things with a high hand in Chicago, intimidating 
both of the great political parties, demanded an 
emphatic condemnation of prohibition in all its 
phases. .More than. one-half of the delegates 
from rural Illinois, favoring local option, insisted 
that the platform should have nothing to say 
on the subject. 

After much disputation and with the spokes- 
men of both interests condemning the expres- 
sion, one because it did not say enough and the 
other because it said anything at all, the con- 
vention by a two-thirds vote, adopted the follow- 
ing: 

We believe that orderly customs and habits, long 
pursued, should not be disturbed by intolerance, and 
we hereby declare in favor of that fundamental doc- 
trine of Democracy and free government which gives 
to the individual the largest measure of personal] lib- 
erty so long as he does not infringe upon the 
rights of others. We are opposed to all sump- 
tuary laws. 

Of the 900 delegates who supported this declar- 
ation more than 500 were from, Chicago, a city 
in which Democratic and Republican officials 
openly pledge themselves before election not to 
enforce certain laws bearing upon the saloons 
and in which thus far it has been impossible to 
secure a jury that would convict offenders 
against whom the eviderice was clear.

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STAGE FRIGHT UP TO DATE. ~ 

As no very satisfactory explanation of stage 
fright has ever been given, even when it is 
found in those unaccustomed to public appear- 
ances, how are we to account for it in persons 
who have faced great audiences all their lives? 

It is self-consciousness, coypled with nervous- 
ness, of course, but why cannot everybody’ be 
perfectly naturah under any and all circumstances 
and, in particular, why should old hands at the 
business be frightened almost into helplessness 
at times when, under strange conditions, they 
confront a great number of people? 

Mr. and Mrs. Mantell, long on the stage, re 
cently appeared before the St. Louis Woman’s 
Club- in recitations, and both confessed after- 
wards, with humiliation, that they had suffered 
intensely from .stage fright. The sensation is so 
terrible that it can hardly be described, but Mr. 
Mantell’s intimation that he was paralyzed phys- 
ically and mentally covers the case fairly well. 

Many great orators have had experiences of 
this kind at one time or another, generally early 
in their careers, but there is no record of a more 
remarkable case than that of Wendell Phillips, 
who said late in life that he never faced an 
audience without stage fright and that only by 
the strongest exercise of will power was he at 
any time in his career able to overcome the dis- 
position to run which always assailed him 
during the opening sentences of his public ad- 
dresses. 

Some men and women have ps that they 
could not walk ‘unassisted across a stage in the 
presence of a multitude. Others, altogether too 
numerous, have no difficulty at.all in maintain- 
ing their mental and »ohysical equilibrium even 
when the subject matter of their discourses is 
preposterous or ridiculous.

Prince Buelow has been on a vacation, too, of 
late, sojourning in Rome, where he has bought a 
Palece to live in, after his services as Chancellor are 
no longer needed, in the native land of his accom- 
plished ‘wife, who before marriage was Princess Maria 
de Canjporeale. Every day papers, state and per- 
sonal, pass between Emperor and Chancellor. 

Tf the Prince is in Berlin and the Emperor is 
absent, an imperial messenger leaves Berlin every 
day with a batch of letters and papers and accom- 
Panying them is a letter of explanation from the 
Chancellor. The papers are returned to the Chancel- 
jor with the Emperor’s remarks, and those who are 
qualified to give an opinion are unanimous in declar- 
Ing’ that these private letters are among the most 
pointed, pregnant, amusing and wholly delightful po- 
litical documents which the world has ever had hid- 
Jen from it. 


To Talk Things Over With Bernard. 


When the Emperor is in Berlin or Potsdam never a 
morning passes that he does not drive to the Chan- 
cellot’s palace to talk things over with “Bernard.” 
This is kindly consideration for a man overburdened 
with staffe affairs. The. Emperor humbly believes 
that his time is of less value than the time of the 
Chancellor and calls on him, rather than have the 
Chancellor waste the precious moments by calling at 
the imperial castle.

LONDON, May 2.—The panic created in royal and 
other exalted circles by the Countess of Warwick’s 
promised book of reminiscences appears to increase 
rather than abate, which indicates that all efforts to 
induce or compel her to refrain from publishing 
them have failed. 

An extraordinary step : as 
the Government in introduciny specially stringent 
clauses into “the official secrets bill,’’ which makes 
the publishing within 42 yvears of such episodes or 
documents as the Countess is believed to propose 
to include in her book punishable as a criminal of- 
fense.

DEMOCRATS FEAR’ HIM 





Attorney - General Declares 
Newspapers Are Great Aid 
in Enforcing Law.

JEFFERSON CITY, 
ney-General Herbert S. Hadley is being 
heralded by Republican leaders as the 
next Governor of Missouri. Democrats 
fear that his candidacy may cost their 
party thousands of votes. 

Krom all parts of the State. from 
Democrats and Republicans alike, con- 
gratulatory telegrams and letters poured 
into the Attorney-General’s office today. 

Mr. Hadley views with a calm: eye 
every fresh sign of his popularity. And 
to every friend he makes this reply: 

“As Attorney-General of Missouri. I 
have only done for my State what any 
lawyer would do for his client.” 

Was Warned not to Run. 

Mr. Hadley’s physicians warned him 
not to enter the gubernatorial contest. 
They declared his health was such that 
the work incident to an arduous cam- 
paign would be certain to gy easy a 
complete physical breakdown. 

To this,warning was added the iil 
ing of ‘Mrs; Hadley. But every consid- 
eration was brushed aside by the mili- 
tant young Attorney-Genefal to obey 
the unanimous call of his panty. 

Mr. Hadley explained to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today that he had suf- 
ered two severe attacks of pleurisy, 
which threatened pulmenary complica- 
tions. His recent Visit to the Southwest 
had improved him greatly, he said, al- 
though he did not go away solely for 
his health.

then he has improved rapidly and the 
pale, drawn face, which the writer then 
observed, has been replaced by a com- 
plexion that would do credit to a hardy 
mountaineer. 
Seems in Good Health. 

Aside from a slight cough, Mr. Had- 
‘ey appears the picture of perfect health. 
Hie is 5 feet 6 inches tall in his steck- 
ings, his. shoulders are abruptly square 
and his figure lean and muscular. 

The lines of his face are definite and 
his forehead is broad. 

From the day he became Attorney- 
General until now, when his name ie 
the only one mentioned as the hope of 
the Republican party to capture the 
governership of this State, Mr. Hadley 
has set his head resoluiely toward the 
goal at which sit other leaders of the 
bar. 

The Democratic leaders in the Legis- 
lature credited Mr. Hadley with no such 
professional ambition when they at- 
tacked his record as Attorney-Generdl. 
Resolutions were adopted by the Hous» 
of Representatives calling on the At- 
torney-General to give an account of his 
alleged failure to proceed against law- 
breaking corporations. : 

Not until they read his answer did 
the Democrats realize their blunder. 
They practically demanded of Mr. Had- 
ley an account of his stewardship, and 
he gave it to them in these words: 

“In answer to yeur suggestion that 
noe torporation, hewever pewerful, 
should be permitted to defy the law, I 
beg to advise you that, so far as I am 
concerned and in so far as I can pre- 
vent, no cofporation .m this State, how- 
ever great or powerful, will be permit- 
tel to defy the lar. I browght suit 
against and secured the forfeiture of 
the charter of the Delmar Jockey Club, 
which backed by millions of capital, 
hal fer vears been a corrupting influ- 
ence in Missouri pelitics. I instituted 
suit against the Standard Oil Co., the 
greatest combination of money and of 
power jhat the world has ever Known. 

Forced Officers to Testify. 

“And in a proceeding in aid of this 
litigation in a foreign State, opposed by 
the ablest lawyers that money could 
secure, I forced the chief officers of 
this corporation, for the first time in its 
histery, to bow. in submission te the law 
and the courts and to disclose facts 
that have been use« as the basis of 
suits in five States and by the Nationa! 
Government. This case, after persist- 
ent efferts for delay, has now been com- 
pieted and submitted for decision. 

“I have instituted in the Supreme 
Court two “suits against the Missouri 
Pacific Railway Co., the largest and 
most influential railroad corporation in 
this State, to force the discontinuance 
of what I consider long-continued viola- 
tions of the Constitution and laws of 
Missouri. 

‘While these cases constitute but a 
small part of the work of my Office, I 
feel that I can fairly claim tiat they 
these facts to be true: The size 
or the power of no corporation shall de- 
ter me from proceeding against It. 

“But I will institute no suit for polit- 
ical effect in response to popular clam- 
er or in any case, where, in my judg- 
ment, the law and the facts do not 
justify it.’ 

In the opinion of Mr. Hadley, the most 
important question now before the peo- 
ple is the regulation or suppression of 
the trusts.

tions offer the best solution for the sup- 
pression of unlawful monopolies. 
Would Go Before Jury. 
“Under such proceedings, the facts 
calculated to show the existence of a 


itrust would necessarily be submitted to 


a jury for decision. 
“If those who maintain cembinations 
in restraint of trade, who take from’ the 


fpeople by such unlawful means their 


money and their property, either by pay- 
ing them less than they should receive 
for that which they sell, or by charging 
them more than they should pay for 
that which they buy, should be convicted 
and punished, as are the ordinary of- 
fenders against our criminal statutes, 
then nien of respectability would be un- 
willing to take the chance even for the 
sake of gain, which they would have to 
take by conducting their business in 
such an illegal way. 

“It is certain that conditions which 
now exist in eur commercial life caaot 
go on unchecked. I do not believe that 
socialism or government ownership of- 
fers a remedy. But at the same time I 
am convinced that our individual system 
cannot continue to exist half lawful and 
half unlawful. 

‘Reform along these lines will be ac- 
complished as the result of an aroused 
public sentiment and conscience which 
will require that men who would be re- 
garded as respectable must be honest. 

Says Presecution Is Needed. 

“That those who would be respected 
by others must respect the rights of 
others; which will require that lawyers 
cease to be accessories to violations of 
law and be true to the principles and 
traditions of their profession; which will 
require that every public officer charged 
with the enforcement of the law shall 
unhesitatingly, unrelentingly and -un- 
compromisingly prosecute its offenders 
until the rights of the poor shall re- 
ceive the same protection as the prop- 
erty of the rich, and the weak and 
strong, with respect for the law, will 
stand as equals before the bar of hu- 
man justice.’’ 

Mr. Hadley expressed the nein tnat 
occasionally it is advisable, when fhe 
circumstances are auspicious, te correct 
corporate abuses without resort to pro- 
longed and uncertain litigation. 

“I believe,’ said he, “that; the rod 
ean be spared when large business in- 
terests show a proper disposition to 
treat the public fairly. The so-called 
Insurance Trust offers a fair ex- 
ample. 

‘We found from a preliminary investi- 
gation that the various insurance com- 
panies operating in this State had main- 
tained rates under a plan that amountei 
in effect to a combination in restraint 
of trade. But the rates were irregular. 

“The inquiry had not proceeded far 
when the insurance companies indicated 
their purpose to remedy every rate that 
suggested the slightest discrimination. 
Where towns had been provided with 
fire departments and they had not re- 
duced the rates as they should have 
dove they consented to make all neces- 
sary concessions. 

“Equitable rates constituted the back- 
bone of the State’s contention, and, 
when the insurance companies proceed- 
ed to demonstrate a strict obedience to 
the law in this respect, we agreed 10 
suspend prosecution. What we desiré 
above all things is regulation of com- 
binations. 

Cause of the Opposition, 

“Tt is the oppression which they In- 
flict on the people that causes such vio- 
lent opposition to monopolies. If they 
regulated themselves, or were regulated 
by the law, so that they would not or 
could not cheat or rob, our hostility to- 
ward them would be apt to change to an 
attitude of friendly appreval. 

“Tf the lighting companies in St. 
Louis, banded together as I understand 
they are, under the ownership of one 
corporation, made rates satisfactory to 
the public, their corporate existence 
might not now be threatened. It is the 
evils growing out of the formation of 
monopolies and nourished by them, rath- 
er than the monopoly itself, that is the 
object of the popular wrath.” 

In reference to the widespread. fiquor 
issue, Mr. Hadley remarked that he in- 
tended to define his position fully in a 
letter to the Missouri Anti-Saloor 
League; that at this time he does not 
wish to anticipate the views to be ex- 
pressed in that communication, although 
it is well known that he is not commit- 
ted to the cause of prohibition. 

He answered a direct question on this 
point by saving that he ‘‘believes in 
temperance and good government.” 

He Favors Sunday Closing. 

He believes in the rigid enforcement 
of the law requiring saloons to close on 
Sunday, but he has no sympathy with 
the efforts of Judge Wallace and other 
agitators to close the theaters, ball 
parks and other forms of amusement. 

Mr. Hadley made it plain that he be- 
lieves in his party on all questions of 
general policy. Concerning the question 
of home rule in the conduct of the po- 
lice and election departments of St. 
Louls, Kansas City and St. Joseph, the 
party platform will be Mr. Hadley’s 
platform. 

The Republicans have declared repeat- 
edly for home rule legislation and it is 
not expected they will alter this plank 
when the platform is drafted at Jeffer- 
soh City in September. 

Mr. Hadley is not an “accident of 
politics,’"’ although geod fortune has 
strangely followed him through his po- 
liiical career. Circumstances twice 
landed him the nomination on the Re- 
publican ticket in time to elect him 
on a Republican landslide. When Mr. 
Hadley ran first for Prosecuting Attor- 
ney of Jackson County it dppeared that 
the Democrats would win by a huge 
majority. 

But the Democratic harmony was 


short-lived and when the election re- 
sults became known Mr. Hadley had 
won by 5000 majority. 

His record as a prosecutor never has 
been equaled in Jackson County. As 
a sample of his work, it is recalled that 
in two court months, out of 53 cases 
tried by his office, Mr. Hadley secured 
convictions in 52 of them. Of these 
cases three were murder trials of more 
than usual importance. 

Takes No Special Credit. 

Mr. Hadley does not like to talk about 
himself. He says there is nothing to 
tell. He will not take any special credit 
for his triumph over the Rockefeller in- 
terests. During the course of a visit 
to New York he told the reporters that 
he was sowing no seeds of regeneration

Ventilation and the. maintenanoe of: an 
equable temperature in the passenger 
quarters is universally recognized. In 
this, as in other matters, passengers are 
becoming more difficult to please, and 
the difficulty of deyising a_ system 
which will meet the varied ideas of indi- 
viduals ‘s obvious. | 

Heat a Seurce of Trouble. 

Apparently the heating arrangements 
“re a fruitful source of trouble to the 
Chief engineer. According to Mr. Wal- 
lace, should he be so unfortunate as to 
have Americans and Englishmen in 
. Staterooms supplied -from the same 
Warm air ducts, he will have a condi- 
tion of things which will give him con- 
siderably more trouble during the voy- 
@gc than the main engines. Experience 
has further proved that the system, if 
it is to be effective, must be largely an- 
tomatic. 

The average passenger will not trou- 
ble himself over mechanical devices for 
. regulating temperature, although ap- 
_ parently he is always ready to grumble. 
‘Referring to the system in use on the 
“White Star. liner Oceanic; Mr. Wallace 
gald it had been found that the aver- 
age passenger did not possess sufficient 
Mechanical “knowledge to master the 
’ graduation of regulating switch, and 
Was disposed to throw the blame for any 
extremes of temperature on te _ this 

hanism. 
Passengers Are Blamed. 

“Anyone who has had sea experience,” 
he added, ‘will appreciate the forego- 
ing observation as to the mental apathy 
of passengers of all. classes. If a pas: 
Senger is to be+made comfortable it 
must be accomplished without effort on 
Mis part, and I believe that by far’ the 
greater numberjof complaints regarding 
Weating and Ventilation are really due 


to help himself by the means of regula- 
tien provided in any properly installed 
system. 

From a careful analysis of the differ- 
ent systems of heating, Mr. Wallace has 
Come to the conclusion that the one best 
adapted to large liners is a combination 
of that installed on the Lusitania and 
Mauretania with a system of individ- 
wal electric Leating, the whole being un- 
der automaiic control.

NEW YORK, May 2.—Gas by the bot- 
tle or pound.

University told the members of the 
Chemists’ Club, but a pogsibility which 
may soon be realized by down-trodden 
Americans. 

To prove hé is no mere 
prophet, Pref. Hallock brought a jar 


of the new illuminant with him and 
proved it could make good. 


2 In Liquid Form. 


“This new kind of lighting, which re- 


sembles ordinary gas,-was invented by 
Herman Blau of Augusburg, Germany. 
It is made at a somewhat lower temper- 
ature than is needed in the retorts in 
this country, and the product is com- 
pressed until it takes liquid form. 

The turning on of the stop-cock of 
the cylinder in which it is placed causes 
the fluid to expand into gas, and out 
it comes like the genie of the Arabian 
Nights from the bottle taken from the 
sea. 

It burns with a bright light, which 
compares favorably with electricity in 
brilliance. -Prof. Hallock ‘declared, how- 
ever, that it was more expensive than 
the ordinary gas of the street mains, 
which he said was good enough in its 
way, but “horribly tnefficient.”’ 


Very Portable. 


Blau-gas, however, is a very portable 
commodity, and it can be taken aboard 
yachts and wired country houses rd 
made available very easily on short Ao- 
tice. Prof. Hallock said that it ‘was 
not affected by temperature changes, 
and could be kept indefinitely. 

He installed several clyinders filled 
with the new illuminant in the lecture 
room of the Chemists’ Club and turned 
on a few liters of it for the benefit of 
the scientists. 

The tubes which he employed were of 
finely drawn copper, one-sixteenth of 
an inch in diameter. They were curled 
about just like electric wires and at a 
distance they looked just as though 
they might be part of some electric 
machine. 

Prof. Hallock declared that a 10-kilo 
cylinder of Blau-gas, which costs $1.50, 
would supply a 50-candlepower incan- 
descent burner for four months, pro- 
vided it was used four hours a day.

Twenty-nine men stood their ground, hastily 
grouping in the’ effective wheel formation, with 
their rifles. sticking out. One man took after the 
Indians, and had killed seven before Fremont 
could restrain him. | 

This man was Kit Carson. 

The other. 29 were the succéssful applicants for 
places with the famous Fremont exploring ex- 
pedition. 

Carson was engaged ‘as guide at $100 a ease, 
He made the Indians hug their bases, broke trail, 
furnished game, and decided what to do next— 
all for $100. He took Fremont to the Pacific, and 
personally conducted that intrepid explorer’s three 
famous western tours. If ever two lives found in 
each other that complete affinity sometimes pre- 


posterously spoken of in connection with persons 
merely in love, they were those of Fremont and 
Carson. Carson made Fremont famous upon two 
continents as “The Pathfinder,” and a candidate 
for President. Fremont made Carson the great- 
est of the western immortals. 

Carsoh was a familiar figure in St. Louis in the 
’40s. It. was here he joined the caravans to Santa 
Fe, and the trapping parties that went to the 
Rockies. His St. Louis rendezyous was the old 
Southern Hotel. There he sat in the interregnum 
between adventures—his chair tilted back against 
the wall—his quiet eyes watching the bartender— 
a thin ribbon of blue smoke upcurling from the 
cigar between his lips—just as. Ulysses S. Grant 
was a few years later to sit around in the old 
Hole-in-the-Wall and make fragrant that aged 
quarter of St. Louis with his black cigars.

The seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
Organization of the St: Vincent de Paul 
Society will be celebrated today at St. 
Leo's Catholic Church, Tenty-third and 
Mullanphy streets, by the 1500 members 
of the society’s 30 St. Louis confer- 
ences. : 

The society was founded in Paris in 
1833 by M. Frederick Ozanan and six 
other young men, members of the Catho- 
lic Church, for the relief of the poor 
and destitute. 

It now has a membership of more than 
one hundred thousand in Europe /and 
America. The headquarters of the so- 
ciety are still in Paris, where M. Paul 
Calon is head of the general council. 

There are four divisions of the sce 
ciety in the United States, the head- 
quarters being in New York, Brooklyn, 
New Orleans and St. Louis. The St. 
Louis division includes the states of 
Missouri, Iowa, Kansas and Nebraska. 

Relieves the Worthy Poor. 

Joseph L. Hornsby, a lawyer, formerly 
president of the City Council and at 
times Acting Mayor, is president of the 
upper council of the St. Louis organiza- 
tion. Christopher Hilke is vice-presi- 
dent, Louis Fusz, treasurer, and John 
J. Mauntell, secretary. 

Mr. Mauntell says it is a rule of. the 
organization to relieve worthy cases of 
destitution regardless of color, creed or 
nationality. 

The international celebration of the 
society’s jubilee will be held Monday at 
Richmond, Va. Mr. Hornsby will at- 
tend this convention and will read a pa- 
per on “Membership of Our Society.’ 

Hornsby’s Speech to Be Ready. 

Mr. Hornsby has given permission for 
a copy of his paper prepared for the 
international convention be read at the 
local celebration at St. Leo’s Church. 

Arrangements for the local celebra- 
tion, which will begin at 9:30 o'clock 
Sunday morning, are in charge of a 
committee headed.by Chris J. Kehoe. 

A paper will be read by Edmund T. 
Walsh, one of the oldest members, on 
the ‘History of the Society in St.

Buteau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, May 2.—Next Saturday 


night, May 9, the completion of the 
twenty-fifth year of the ownership and 
direction of The World by Joseph Pu- 
litzer, and the opening of the éniarged 
Pulitzer Building, will be celebrated 
by The World management with fite- 
works, fitting ceremony, 
while roaring presses are pouring forth 
the 200-page anniversary number of the 
paper, to be issued next Sunday—the 
biggest newspaper ever printed. 

The World has arranged with Pain, 
the pyrotechnic king, to furnish one of 
the most beautiful and spectacular dis- 


ptays ever exhibited, which will be 
worth journeying a long distance to see. 
The spectacle has been specially ar- 
ranged fot the place and the occasion 
and many thousands can witness it from 
hundreds of vantage points where the 
Pulitzer Building or its famous dome 
are in line of vision. — 

While it will be impracticable to ad- 
mit the general public to the building 
on dedication night, many invited guests 
will enjoy a banquet in the new library 
and biographical room and will be 
shown through the various departments 
of The World. During the evening 
Phipps’ Symphony Orchestra will play 
under direction of Prof. A. F. Pinto. 

Less than one year and four months 
ago, .to be exact, on Jan. 15, 1907, the 
contract was let for the erection of the 
addition -to the Pulitzer Building, to 
more than double the size of the old 
structure. The work was to be com- 
pleted iy May 10, 1908—a giant task. It 
has beeh practically finished and the 
Pulitzer Building is now one of: the 
finest office. buildings in the country. 
It also contains the greatest newspaper 
plant in existence, that of The Werld. 

Building Occupies a Block. 

The structure occupies the entire block 
bounded by Park Row, Frankfort 
street, North William street and the 
approach to the Brooklyn Bridge. It 
retains the lines of the old. Pulitger 
Building, but has nearly double its 
floor space, 146,000 square feet having 
been added. The skeleton is of steel, 
the floors are of concrete and the. basic 
walls are of granite, with terra cotta 
and brick curtain walés above. 

The main entrance is still on 
Row and The World’s business quar- 
ters in the new building, on the main 
floor, are reached through a hall of 
which a striking and beautiful feature 
is a marble colonnade 200 feet long. The 
other floors are reached by eight high- 
speed, Mérge traction passenger eleva- 
tors. 

The building is as absolutely fireproof 
as a modern structure can be made. 

On the main floor is the principal 
business office of The World, ample 
space for the public being provided be- 
foré a great marble counter and a cash- 
ier‘s booth of bronze.

EXPECTED TO RECOVER 





Lay Unconscious Half an Hour 
Before Hospital Attendant 
Would Admit Her. 





When an automobile in which Mrs. 
Julius E. Wetzel of 3523 Sidney street 
and a woman friend were riding skid- 
ded into the curbstene at Grand avenue 
and Henrietta street yesterday after- 
noon, Mrs. Wetzel turned a somersault 
in the air and was thrown over the head 
of her companion, landing on her face 
in the street. 

She was unconscious for two hours, 
but her physicians say she received no 
serious injury. 

The machine was going at a terrific 
rate of speed when its collision with the 
curbstone shot her out of it as though 
from a catapult. That she escaped with 
her life is regarded as marvelous. 

Mrs. Wetzel is the wife of the super- 
intendent of the shirt factory of the 
Ferguson-McKinney Dry Goods. Co. 

A woman friend is visiting Mrs. Wet- 
zel and together they went out for an 
automobile ride yesterday shortly before 
noon. They went to the market and 
were returning,’ going south on Grand 
ayenue. The chauffeur was speeding 
the machine, trying to get home at the 
regular luncheon hour. 

Dodges Funeral Procession. 

As they neared Henrietta street they 
met a funeral procession going north. 
The chauffeur did not slacken his speed, 
but turned to the left. While passing 
the procession of carriages one of them 
turned out almost directly ffi the way 
of the automobile. There was not time 
to stop. To avoid.a collision the chauf- 
feur turned sharply almost to the curb, 
and then turned straight south again. 

The quick turn to the south caused the 
rear wheels of the machine to skid over 
the wet asphalt. One of the wheels 
struck the curbstome with such force 
that the side of the machine farthest 
from the curb tilted suddenly in the air 
and the car almost turned over. 

Mrs. Wetzel was sitting on the side 
which rose into the air. She was pitched 
upward clear over the head of the 
other woman, who clung to the side of 
the machine and was thrown out. Mrs. 
Wetzel grasped at the back of the ms.» 
chine with her left hand as she was 
lifted up and tried to hold fast to it. 
This gave to her body a rotary motion, 
her heels flew over her head and -she 
turned one compl!ete somersault and her 
body was beginning to turn again when 
she struck the sidewalk. 

Her body was so far along in its dou- 
ble somersault that her face and chest 
struck the stone before her feet did. 


Another Accident Follows. 

The machine sped on with the woman 
companion of Mrs. Wetzel crouching 
down in her seat ahd clinging with 
both hands to its sides. The chauffeur 
shut off the power and put on his 
brakes, but before he could stop the 
machine it ran into a butcher wagon 
of H. Rosenkranz that stood in front of 
his shop at 1626 South Grand avenue.

She said afterward: 

Hospital Did Not Want Her. 

“I did not want her here. It Iinter- 
fered with my regular business. I.tried 
to refuse to take her in, but they insist- 
ed that she was dying and after she 
had laid there in public for a half heur 
unconscious we took pity on her and 
let them bring her here.” 

Mrs. Wetzel was given proper care 
in the hospital after she once got there, 
but she remained unconscious for two 
hours. She had recovered consciousness 
when her daughter arrived. She was 
taken to her home later in the after- 
noon. The physicians who attended her 
said she would soon recover. 

One side of her face was badly bruised 
and scratched and her chest was 
bruised.

HUSBAND IS PUZZLED 





She and W. H. Hughes Fig- 
ured in Suit Here Among 
Woodmen of the World.

OMAHA, Neb., May 2.—Dr. 


Cailfas, formerly of St. Louis, supreme 
physician of the Woodman Circle, the 
women’s auxiliary of the Woodmeff of 
the World, was poisoned by eating can- 
dy which was in a box addressed to 
her and left on the porch of her resi- 
dence, Twenty-eighth and 
streets. It was stated tonight that she 
was recovering from the effects of the 
poison. 

Her husband, Dr. W. F. Callfas, said 
the candy contained corrosive sublimate. 


Hela Office a Year. 

Mrs. Callfas and her husband came 
here last June from St. Louis. She ob- 
tained her present lodge office at an 
election a year ago, through the support 
of William H. Hughes, former Speaker 
of the St. Louis House of Delegates, 
now a Missouri State Fish Commission- 
er, and State manager for Missouri of 
the Woodmen of the World. 

When Dr. Cafffas was asked who 
could have sé@nt the poisoned sweet- 
meats to his wife, and the motive for 
such an act, he said: 

“Mrs. Callfas reached hame at 65:30 
last Saturday evening and found the box 
of candy, addressed in typewriter to her 
office. Thinking the messenger had 
found her office locked and no one at 
home, and had left the box on the porch, 
she opened it. She only ate one of the 
chocolates, when she detected some- 
thing wrong with the taste. 

“She became violently ill = at 
and three physicians were called. 
a time her dife was in danger, but 
prompt treatment revived her. Since 
that time she has been very sick, and 
has been unable to take any food. 

“We cannot even guess who could 
possibly have had a hand in making this 
attempt on my wife’s life. There has 
been some dissension at the office, but 
I could not think that it had come to 
a point where such a thing as an at- 
tempt to poison her would be made.” 

Messenger Sought. 

Dr. Clark declared Mrs. Callfas had 
a narrow escape wifh her life. 

The police have been unable to find 
a single clew to lead them to suspect 
any person. A neighbor told of having 
seen a messenger boy go up on the 
porch and leave a package. The police 
are now searching for the messenger. 

Mrs. Emma B. Manchester, Supreme 
Guardian of the Woodmen Circle, said 
the poisoning was a mystery to her, 
and that she did not know that Mrs. 
Callfas had an enemy or a rival. 

“T am inclined to think,’’ she sald, 
“that,some officer of the order mfst 
know how she came to get the poison. 
The term of her office is for four years, 
amd she has not served quite a year.

Senator Money went to New York, 
accompanied by his son, and visited an 
osteopath.

Frank J. Phillips, a rea] estate man, 
is locked up in the holdover because of 
his inability to procure bond for his ap- 
pearance to anSwer a charge gf per- 
jury. 

Though he cannot get liberty for him- 
self, he was able, by signing an alleged 
“straw’’ bond three weeks ago, to Ob- 
tain the release of ‘‘Kid’’ Burke, a no- 
torious bank robber, whose capture the 
police plumed themselves as being one 
of the most important in the past year. 

Phillips, for whom the police had 
sought unsuccessfully, was caught by 
detectiwes who trailed Dr. Edward B. 
Pauley Friday night to the flat of Miss 
Marguerite Seiders, 1118A North Taylor 
avenue. Pauley, Phillips, Mrs. Augusta 
W.. Doughty of 3128 Belle avenue, Pau- 
ley’s landlady, and Miss Seiders were 
all arrested and confined in the holdover 
until yesterday morning. 


Women d Pauley Freed. 
The police we¥te Satisfied by then that 


the two women were innocent of any 
knowledge of Burke’s release, and were 
unable to think of anything else to 
charge the physician with, as he is 
charged in 12 indictments for his alleged 
complicity In the “straw” bond pro- 
ceedings. All were released except Phil- 
lips. | , 

E. ‘R. Hickman, who lived in the same 
heuse with Mrs. Doughty and who 
signed the bond with Phillips, is a fugi- 
tive from justice and is said to be in 
Louisville, where his arrest has been 
ordered. 

The modern art of “straw bonding” 
was extolled by Dr. Pauley to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter last night, in an at- 
tempt to exculpate Phillips and E. R. 
Hickman. 

A few hours before the bond for $5000 
was signed, property on Whittier street 
was deeded to Phillips and property on 
Blackstone avenue to Hickman. Shortly 
after Burke was released, the property 
was deeded back by Phillips and 
Hickman to the owners, according to 
records at the City Hall. 

It was Dr. Pauley who introduced the 
pair to Clerk Adam Doerr of the Circuit 
Court and Col. “Dick’’ Johnson, who 
O K'd the bond before it went to Judge 
Williams for acceptance. 

‘‘Doesn’t a deed show the ownership 
of property?’ demanded the physician. 
“Phillips and Hickman, possessing the 
deeds, though only temporarily, were 
for that time owners of property and 
therefore qualified bondsmen.”’ , 


Could Inecriminate Ma 
Dr. Pauley admitted that “4 ‘Rourtel: 


ing ‘‘straw bond’”’ enterprise is conduct- 
ed in St. Louis, and said he knew as 
much about it as anybody. “If I chose 
to speak,” he said, ‘‘I could a tale’ un- 
fold which would send several people to 
the Penitentiary.’’ Pauley himself is un- 
der $25,000 bonds. 

Miss Seiders, who is 26 years old and 
runs a rooming house, has good looks 
and violet eyes which explain her win- 
ning a d‘amond ring in a girls’ populari- 
ty contest in Springfield, Ill., a few 
years ago. She protested that she knew 
nothing about Pauley, until she was re- 
minded of a telephone conversation he 
had with her in the reporter’s presence, 
the talk being sugared at his end with 
endearments. Then she said she had 
known him a year, and Mrs. Doughty 
for the same length of tire. 

‘Mrs. Doughty came to me last Tues- 
day,”” said Miss Seiders, ‘and asked 
me if I could rent her a couple of rooms 
for herself and two gentlemen. 


Said Detective Warned Her. 
“A man I have since learned was 


Phillips, but whom Mrs. Doughty called 
Weaver and who introduced himself to 
me as Mr, Webber, accompanied her. 
She took a hall bedroom, and: Phillips 
the front parlor. Dr. Pauley joined him 
a few hours later. Mrs. Doughty said 
she had left her home because a friend- 
ly detective ‘tipped’ -her that she was 
likely to be arrested. . 

“When I asked the detectives why 
they arrested me, they replied, ‘For 
harboring people wanted by the  po- 
lice.’ ’’ 

Dr. Pauley declared Miss Seiders was 
a widow, but she denied that she had 
ever been married. “I wear black all 
the time,”’ she said, “and lots of people 
who know I’m living here alone think 
I’m a widow.”’ 

Mrs. Doughty was divorced from her 
husband twe years ago. She is 36 vears 
old and handsome, and has two -chil- 
dren, a girl 13 years old and a bey 12 
years old, both away at school. Her 
diamonds gave the Desk Sergeant at 
the Central Police Station a start. 

Hickman, who is said to be in Louis- 
ville, Ky., lived at 3130 Belle avenue. 
in the upstairs flat of the house oc- 
cupied by Mrs. Doughty and Paulev. 

Phillips says he was made a dupe 
in the transaction resulting in Burke's 
release. He asserts that he took part 
in a real estate transfer in the belief 
that he was signing a bond for a pris- 
oner held for a trivial offense. .He did 
not know he had done anything wrong 
until he read the newspapers, he de- 
clares. 

He intended to surrender himself. he 
says, but Was unable to arrange with 
a bondsman te obtain his release im- 
mediately afterwards. He went to Kast 
St. Louls, he says, and returned ¢0 this 
city a week ago. 

Detectives following Pauley trailed 
him to the Taylor avenue address. He 
takes his predicament coolly, and says

LAFAYETTE, _ Ind., 
Winthrop Elsworth Stone, 


of Purdue University, wept today as he 
discussed with a Post-Dispatch corres- 
pondent the desertion of him by his 
wife, who has gone to study the mys- 
tic Yoga philosophy of India, which 
teaches the withdrawal from kindred 
friends. Dr. Stone, one of the best- 
known educators in the West, said he 
would gladly welcome his wife back 
to their home. 

It became known today that after 
19 wears of happy life, Mrs. Stone, an 
active clubwoman, had departed early 
last summer, to study the mystic teach- 
ing. 

Her husband believed at the time that 
she was merely going to visit her aged 
mother in Germany. In the correspond- 
ence which followed, she declared that 
she would never return to America, but 
would devote all her time to the study 
of the philosophy. ‘ 

Resignation Not Accepted. 

The eircumstances were laid by Presl- 
dent Stone before the Board of Trustees 
of the university, with his resignation, 
but the board has voted unanimously to 
retain the president. He has served 
wii.: conspicuous success since 1900. I 
is said he will make further effort to be 
relieved of his duties and leave Lafay- 
ette. . 

The two sons who have not get attain- 
ed their majority, are living with the 
the home within a _ stone’s 
throw of the university. They feel that 
their mother will return to them some 
day. 

Mrs. Stone last wrote from Germany. 
Some time before she left Lafayette, she 
made known her strong belief fn the 
Yoga philosophy. Three years ago, Dr. 
George Moulton organized in Lafayette 
a class in the philosophy. Many women 
and some men in the college town joined 
the class. 

Hoped Trip Would Help. 

Dr. Stone declined to snare his wife’s 
belief and hoped that her trip abroad 
would help erase the ‘religion’’ from 
her mind. The cult teaches an exag- 
gerated individualism, and that the sec- 
ond sight, the power of telepathy, hyp- 
notism and the like, could only be the 
reward of celibacy. 

Mrs. Stone's departure has been the 
one topic of conversation on the street 
corners and in the clubs, churches and 
hotels. °* 

Dr. Stone is of his wife’s age, 46. 

One of the fundamental texts of the 
cult and the one that is said to have 
moved Mrs. Stone to “withdraw”? from 
her husband and family is the following: 

‘“‘Love glorious though it be, is a dis- 
ease as long as it destroys or even im- 
pairs the freedom of the soul. Therefore 
if thou wouldst love withdraw thyself 
from love, make it thy slave and all the

“ENEMY TO THE STATE” 





Declare Movement Is a Curb 
on American 
Liberty. 





The de- 
nounced and argued against last night 
in a meeting of the St. Louis division 
of the National German-American Al- 
liance, held in the Odeon. 

The speakers denounced prohibition as 
an infringment of per- 
sonal liberty, a phantom, a foolish fad, 


fanaticism, hypocrisy, modern pharisee- 
ism, a monster and unchristian. 

Attorney Edward V. P. * Schnneider- 
hahn, the first speaker, said prohibition 
meant whisky. In the prohibition com- 
munities of this country there was not 
diminution of the alcohol drunk, but 
only a change in the character. 

Where beer was drunk under license 
whisky was drunk under prohibition. 

He told this story: 

“Not long ago I was. visiting in a 
prohibition county not far from St. 
Louis, and on the grass pilot of the 
Courthouse Square I found seven Greaty 
quart whisky bottles, nine pints and 
several smaller bottles. 

I found an empty quart whisky bottle 
behind the water cooler in the Judge's 
room, and I found another in the tower 
of the Courthdéuse -of this prohibition 
county. 

He said temperance meant moderation 
in the use of alcoholic drinks, and the 
rightful use of them, while prohibition 
meant tyranny and a denial of personal 
liberty. 

He declared prohibition was at vari- 
ance with the-theory of our free gov- 
ernment. If the prohibitionists succeed- 
ed, by an assumption of the police pow- 
er, in making it unlawful for a man to 
use beer or whisky in moderation, they 
would’ not stop there, but would put in 
operation the right of search and would 
batter. down doors and overrun a man’s 
house, he said. 

J. Nick Perrin of Belleville, Ill., au- 
thor and lecturer, ‘declared that if we 
conceded the right of the Government 
to regulate the drink of citizens, we 
must concede its right to regulate diet 
and dress and other personal habits and 
then the merry widow hat would be a 
subject of legislation. 

Until lately it had never been dreamed 
that the habits of. 80,000,000 Americans 
had grown so bad that they needed reg- 
ulation. Each American citizen had the 
right to pursue happiness in his own 
way so long as it did not interfere with 
the rights of others. This nation had 
grown great as well as free without 
prehibition. 

Perrin Loudly Cheered. 


Mr. Perrin was loudly cheered when 
he declared that the anti-prohibitionists 
ought to go to the two great: national 
conventions this summer and have them 
declare for or against prohibition. 

He said each candidate for President 
ought to be forced to stand wp and 
state his opinions on prohibition. 

The Rev. Dr. Pedro Ilgen, pastor of 
Holy Ghost Lutheran Church, said he 
voiced the sentiment of the majority of 
the German-American people of _ 8Bt. 
Louis who believed that common sense, 
liberty and mutual toleration were 
fundamental in the development of our 
nation, while the opposite led to slevery, 
revolution end ruin. 

“Should the present conflict end in the 
victory of fanaticism,’’ he argued, “the 
organism of our national .life would be 
endangered by the paralysis, stagnation 
and ruin of our commercial, national 
and international interests. 

In many of our churches the spirit of 
Christ has had to give way to the hy- 
pocrisy of a modern phariseeism analog- 
ical eto the oue which, with all the power 
of His divine spirit, He condemned in 
his serrgon on the mount: ‘Love is the 
fulfillment of the law.’ ”’ 

He argued that true temperance should 
be made a matter of education. He de- 
nounced prohibition as un-American, un- 
Christian and opposed to the develop- 
meut of a progressive race, 

Dr. Hugo Starkloff declared that pro- 
hibition was a foolish fad and a phan- 
tasy and was opposed to the principles 
of our government. Prohibition laws 
had been failures wherever tried, he 
said. Prohibitionists were fanatics, he 
said. . 

Owen Miller, president of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union, asserted that 
the most momentous question before the 
American people today was the question 
of personal liberty. 

He denounced prohibition as a 
ster that was threatening to throttle 
our liberties. He said he knew there 
were evils In the liquor traffic, but pro- 
hibition would not reform them, be 
cause it did not prohibit. 

He told of his q@wn experiences in pro- 
hibition Kansas and Iowa, where every 
drug store is a saloon that dispenses bad 
whisky.

‘an be put through. 

The promoters say they have no inten- 
tion of raising rents, but that, under one 
management, the 17 buildings can be op- 
erated at much smaller cost than they 
now are. 

No More Rate Cutting. 

It is pointed out that one item o®sav- 
ing will be relief from the necessity of 
remodeling offices to suit particular 
tenants. Under the combination, with 
17 big buildings under one control, it 
will be an easy matter, the promoters 
say, to provide the sort. of offices de- 
sired without any remodeling. 

There has been in St. Louis a lively 
rivalry between the managements of 
the skyscrapers, resulting in the cutting 
of rates. In some instances tenants 
have been given several moffths’ rent 
free as an inducement to take quar- 
ters in new buildings. 

Many buildings have lost old tenants 
who have moved to the newer structures 
as they became ready for occupancy. 
There will be no further need of offer. 
ing such special inducements with all 
the big buildings in a combination.

The Second Baptist, St. John’s Methe- 
dist and Temple Israel are the three 
churehes having the highest salaried 
quartet choirs. It is said that the 
hkighest salary any choir singer is paid 
in St. Louis does not exceed $700. The 
average salary for a soprano voice 
varies from $25 to $50 per month. There 
are possibly two or three whe receive 
a larger sum. 

Choir singing has become a_ semi- 
prefession, entered by singers who have 
other interests or engagements, but who 
desire to make some serious use of their 
voices. Professional singers rarely com- 
fine themselves to choir werk on ac- 
count of the many rehearsals necessary 
for proper assimilation of the voices. 
Thus it is that better results are obtain- 
ed in choir singing when the individual] 
singers are of the master class. 

An organization. known as the “Asso- 
ciated Committee Chairmen,” of many 
years’ standing, has as an object the 
advancement of church singers, the pro- 
tmretion of unity, harmony, mutual good 
undefstanding and co-operation among 
its members and the churches they rep- 
resent. Its. jurisdiction is over all mat- 
tere affected by its declared objects ex- 
cept salaries, actQally paid or prepos- 
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Covenant is expressly prohibited. 


H. W. Blossom Dean of Chairmen. 
Henry W. Blossom Sr., is the oldest 


ruusical committee chairman in St. 
Tous, having been actually engaged 
and interested in such matters for 
nearly fifty years. Mr. Blossom censid- 
er: the ideal choir one of men's and 
boys’ voices, the next best is the chorus 
with the quartet, but the four-voice 
choirs, Mr. Blossom says, is the most 
adaptable and practical for the average 
church. 

Many of the Episcopal churches have 
the antiphonal choirs which produce a 
Very pleasing effect with the vested 
shoirs of men and boys chanting the 
stately music from their positions in 
the vestry.

Stenmboat Men Allege Abuse. 


The Steamboat Owners Association 


of St. Louis contends that the foot of 
Salisbury street is so wet that it is 


navigable and that if it were not for 
the western piers of the McKinley 
Bridge, they could tickle the toes of 
Salisbury street with the prows of 
their boats, but this privilege is de- 
nied them and they have complained 
to Uncle Sam about it. 

Government pedologists and chirop- 
odists have carefully inspected the 
foot of Salisbury street, but they can't 
decide just what {s the matter with it. 
Capt. Lukesh, chief of the United 
States Army Engineering Corps# at St. 
Louis, thinks that the foot of Salisbury 
street is afflicted with Riparian Righti- 
tis, but he is not sure. He has forward- 
ed a voluminous report to Secretary 
Taft. 

Accompanying this report is a petition 
drawn up by Capt. H. W. Leyhe and 
signed many other steamboat owners, 
in which they plead their, inalenable 
tight to navigate the foot oP Salisbury 
street. 

Bridge Hampers Boats. 

This they say they cannot do because 
the McKinley Bridge Co. has constructed 
two secondary piers between its main 
western pler and the point Where the 


bridge lands, somewhere about the 
knee of Salisbury street. 

The trouble is that the harbor line 
isn’t where it seems to be. Before 


work ow the bridge was begun the gov- 
ernment made special survey and de- 
cided that the harbor line at the foot of 


Salisbury street Is 250 feet out in the 
stream.

By sre Wire from the New York 
reanu of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON. May 2.—Dr. Wu, Am- 


bassador from China, tn an address last 
night to the 600 members of the Na- 
tional League of Women Workers, 
praised American women and pointed 
out to men wherein they might learn 
from the Chinese. 





Dr. Wu was introduced by Mrs. Henry 
Ollesheimer, president of the league. 

The Ambassador said: 

“Women are very critical, 
be careful in what I say. 

“The question of the Chinese view 
of the American woman is a delicate 
one, and I fear I am treading on dan- 
gerous ground. Our view of you Amer- 
ican women embraces, first, the consid- 
eration shown them by American gen- 
tlemen. 

Finds Every Man Polite. 

“I find this condition everywhere I 
go. This is the result of your modern 
civilization. In China we show a cer- 
tain amount of consideration to our 
women, but not as much ag you. There- 
fore, we ought to learn from you. 

“We respect the mothers-in-law in 
China. In China the daughter-in-law 
shows great respect for the mother-in- 
law. When the son marries he and his 
bride live with his mother and fathér. 
We think it mecensary. We eall it filial 
plety. 

‘When people have sons who are mar- 
ried, they are getting well along in 
years, so they depend on their sons for 
support and attention needed. When 
parents rear a son, he should repay the 
ee Sadwn hin shown him by his parents.

“T know this is not so in a great ma- 
jority of cases in this country. Of 
course, it is not always the case in 
China, especially if the family is a nu- 
inerous one, 

“In this respect I would retain my 
own customs and not imitate you. It 
may be selfishness on my part because 
I have a son who is married.’’ 


Eulogizes Women’s League. 


In eulogizing the work of the league 
and women’s clubs, Wu said: 


“You women are as capable as men. 
In some respects you are more capable. 
I see some of you are learning dent'siry. 
Thzt is a little out of the way, because 
one’s teeth will not decay if one takes 
care of them. 

“Your teeth decay 
too much flesh food. speak from my 
experience of past years. For the last 
two years I have been a vegetarian. 
Follow my example, ladies, and then 
you won’t be bothered with toothache, 
and so you needn’t learn dentistry. 

“There are more girls schools in 
china today than ever before. Chinese 
women are now#learning to take a part 
and a proper place in their sphere of 
life. And now they are imitating their 
western sisters, not only in the house- 
hold, but in public affairs, such as the 
establishment of schools. 

“Some say they are going too far— 
they rule the roost, but it is not bad 
for China to have women of that kind 
because a bossed husband is a fairly 
good one, and is only ruled after he has 
gone too far and taxed his wife’s pa- 
tience.’’

The suit is a quo warranto proceed- 
ing to deprive the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co. of its franchises and 
penalize it for $135,000 for alleged vio- 
lation of the anti-trust laws of Missouri. 
The Circuit Attorney charges that the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co. is 
a trust, and that it unlawfully merged 
all of the independent lighting and pow- 
er companies in St. Louis. 

Attorney-General Hadley will come 
into the case May 16 and assist Circuit 
Attorney Sager in the suit. At the 
time Mr. Sager filed his suit Attorney- 
General Hadley had ouster proceedings 
under contemplation, but he deferred ac- 
tion to give the courts time to dispose 
of Mr. Sager’s case.

400 Per Cent Increasé in Year. 

Mr. Thurman's bill for electric power 
increased 400 per cent in one year, but 
he says he was running exactly the 
Same machinery and turning out the 
same amount of work during the period 
in which the power bills grew so rapid- 
ly. 

“T refused to pay the power bills aft- 
er they began to increase beyond a rea- 
sonable amount,’’ said Mr. Thurman. 
‘When they had presented bills aggre- 
gating $633.31 they brought suit against 
us for $500. Previous to’ bringing suit 
Mr. Coates, former secretary of the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co., 
came to my office and offered to com- 
promise first for $350 and finally for 
$250, but I refused. A judgment for $396 
was rendered against us, which we paid. 

‘June 6, 1907, we cut the wires in our 
plant in which the Union Electric serv- 
ice was rendered. We did not notify the 
company of what we had done. We 
wanted to see what the electric company 
would do. On July 7,e1907, a bill for June 
service for $84 caméin. although I can 
prove by 36 people that the company 
supplied «no power. 

Bills After Wires Were Cut. 

“We kept quiet and waited another 
month, and a bill for $60.20 for July 
I never found out how 
the company figured out that we had 
used $144.20 worth of electricity when 
its wifes were cut so that they could 
convey no current into our plant. But 1 
have the bills on file to show that they 
were rendered. 

“From May, 1906, to Oct. 6, 1906, we. 
had a contract with the Union Electric 
Light and Power Company to supply 
us with current for our Windsor place 
plant for 4 cents a kilowatt hour, with 
a discount of 25 per cent, making a net 
vate of $3 cents a kilowatt hour. Our 
minimum guarantee was $50. Only twice 
during that time we exceeded our mini- 
mum. A smooth agemt of the company 
came to see me and offered me a new 
contract, with a mmimum of $42 a 
month. He told me that under the new 
cortract we would hardly ever exceed 
the minimum, Thinking I had an oppor- 
tunity to save something on my power 
bills, I signed the contract, witheut pay- 
ing particular attention to the rate. 

“Subsequently I found that my rate 
had been raised from 3 cents a kilowatt 
hour to 6%, with a discount of 20 per 
cent. It was not long afterward until 
my bills began increasing so rapidly 
that they jumped up 400 per cent befote 
I discentinued the service. 

Puts in Gasoline Plant. 

“I cut the wires and put in a gasoline 
plant te run the shop. Originally we 
had a 13-horse power and a 7%-horsé 
péwer motor in the ptant, but in March, 
1907, the 7i%-horse pewer motor was re- 
moved and a 3%-horse power motor in- 
stalled in its place. In spite of this the 
bills went up by leaps and bounds. 

“While our bills were growing so 
fapidiy, I had the company test our 
meter, but it reported that it was run- 
ning 11 per.cent siow.

The anti-Taft candidates, Cannon, 
Knox, Fairbanks, Hughes and La Fel- 
lette, have 229 instructed delegates and 
24 others, not instructed but friendly, 
making thei total combined strength 
253 delegates, er 77 less thah Secretary 
Taft alone has. 

All of the favorite son states have 
selected their delegations, and the anti- 
Taft candidates must henceforth fight 
without advantage of State pride. Asa 
result they will be at a decided disad- 
vantage. 

Fiftty-Seven Doubtful Varictties. 

Besides the uninstructed delegates 
knewn toe be friendly to one candidate 
or another, there are 67 with no stated 
preferences, and the contested delegates 
to date number 88. The Taft managers 
claim they will get most of the contest- 
ed delegates, but even without them will 
go into the convention, they say, with 
enough pledged delegates to nominate 
en the first ballot.

Un- 
instructed delegates without prefer- 
ences were chosen from the Fifth 
Louisiana, Vermont State, First and 
Second Vermont, Sixth Arkansas, Sec- 
ond, Third and Sixth Georgia. 

The uninstructed delegates, both with 
preferences and without, chosen during 
the week, numbered 40 and the total te 
date is 137. 

Contesting delegations developed dur- 
ing the week in North Carolina State 
and Fifth district, Thirteenth Ohfo, 
Alabama: State and Fifth district, 
Eighth Georgia, Mississippi!

When C. W. Bassett fired the gun that 
started the 34 men on the way, the am- 
Ditious neophytes shot to the front to 
make the pace. 

New Entry Sets Pace. 

Prominent among these was F. Habig, 
a Y. M. C. A. man from the local central 
division, who was the surprise of the 
race. Habig had never competed before 
in a Marathon. .In fact, he had never 
competed in any event of any consé- 
quence; and he was a dark horse of 

the darkest hue. 

But before the first half mile had been 
passed, he het the older heads thinking. 
Hatch, Forshaw, Thibeau and the rest 
of the experienced runners smiled con- 
fidently to themselves as they saw this 
fragile-looking youngster leap to the 
lead and set the pace. But Habig had 
planned his race, however, and knew 
what he was doing. He weighs but 120 
pounds, and was lean as a greyhound. 

In private work he had timed himself 
in practice and found, as he thought. 
tha. he could do an average rate for 
23 miles of six minutes, which would

Hatch Runs by Himself. 


Until Priester’s, 15 miles from. the 
starting pqgint, was reached, these 
men were almost always within a few 
yards of one another, Thibeau and 
Corey pacing each other, Jackson and 
Forshaw doing likewise, and Hatch 
flashing in and out, before and behind, 
as the exigencies of the situation seem- 
ed to demand. 


After five miles had been passed, the 
five veterans seemed to have the race 
at their mercy, providing only that Ha- 
big did not hold out, and that the pace 
was not so hard as to wear them down 
and let some plodder come on and win. 


Their varied styles of running excited 
much comment, Jackson's beautiful 
form attracting most attention. This 
sturdy little man used the form he em- 
ploys in a two-mile event, running on 
his toes and in contrast with Joe For- 
shaw’s cart-horse, flat-footed motion, 
and Hatch’'s still less lovely style, it 
seemed he must surely be the class of 
the race. 

And for miles he was, and had he been 
in strict comlition he might have won. 
He has not had proper workouts for this 
long event and in his whole life has 
never completed a 25-mile course. His 
defeat yesterday spells more than his 
mere vanquishment in this race as last 
night, at the M. A. C., the Httle man 
announced that the event was his first 
and last Marathon. 


Jackson Leaves City. 
Jackson is going to Mexico to accept a 


‘business position, and will be lost to lo- 


cal athletics. 

Thibeau and Corey had the desirable 
form to the veterans who watch Mara- 
than races year in and out. They never 
hurried, never fell back, never altered 
their pace throughout the run, and it 
was this even gait that eventually 
brought them on the heels of the win- 
ners at the finish. 

Over the plank road from Freeburg to 
Belleville sped the trailing bunch, the 
distance between the leaders and the 
rear men increasing with every minute. 
At Belleville,, Habig was in the lead. 
Through the crowded streets he plodded 
in front while the crowd cheered for 
“Forshaw.”’ 

Habig had his sweater over his jer- 
sey and his number was not visible. The 
official timer himself was mixed up at 
this point, his score showing Hatch and 
Habig both finishing at the checking sta- 
tion in 60 minutes time out of Free- 
burg. As a mattér of fact, Habig was 
at least three hundred yards in front 
of Hatch at this point. 

Worried by Habig’s persistence in 
staying at the front, Hatch had left 
the St. Louis and Chicago veterans and 
set sail for the leader trying to catch 
him. It is this that accounts for the 
one minute interval that separated his 
arrival at Belleville from that of Corey, 
Thibeau, Jackson, Forshaw and Tran- 
sier. The last named Chicago runner 
was, at thie point, going well and hold- 
inx his ewn with the mere experienced 
men. 

Behind the leaders at the Belleville 
checking station came Horn of Belle- 
ville, ‘Campbell, Kemper, Feltes of Chi- 
cago, Merriman, Roth, Ferris, Brandt 
and J. C. Gerhard, with the others 
trailing. Bight minutes intervened at 
thie point between the time of Habig, 
th: leader, and Gerhard, while others 
were still farther In the rear, almost two 
miles separating the front from the tail 
o2 the column of plodders.

Race Beging at Edgemont. 

He was out of the running now, and 
the sympathetic ones passed him with a 
cheer for his splendid effort to follow 
the fortunes of the more enduring. 

It was at Edgemont that the real race 
began. The foolhardy, the new ones, and 
those of inferior mettle had been elim- 
inated from all hope ef coming in in 
front, or even close to the money. Three 
men reached this checking station in 
the fine time of 1:38—Forshaw, Jackson 
and Hatch. Corey, Thibeau and Habig 
arrived there at approximately 1:40, but 
the last named was patently beaten, 
and was many yards behind, although 
officially registered in the same time. 

And here began the tug of war. It 
was a race between three, said the ex- 
perts in the automobiles who had by 
this time given over attention entirely 
to the leaders. And whether it was to 
be Jackson, Hatch or Fershaw was the 
question. 


Club Nine Miles Away. . 


Home was nine miles away and a pos- 
sible record was in sight if the men 
could keep going at the rate they had 
been traveling. For four miles the men 
traveled as a team, without materialiy 
hanging their: positions. Approaching

But it was not 
Hatch, falling back; it was Jackson and 
Forshaw making their final effort to get 
away from the Chicago Nemesis who 
had dogged their heels throughout the 
journey. Seventy-five yards, 100 yards, 
125 yards—further the gap increased, and 
still Hatch maintained his even gait, 
neither straining nor relaxing in his 
efforts. 

Soon the meaning of his nonchalance 
became apparent. Jackson began to 
falter. His wheelmen spurted madly 
to the rescue of the faltering iad, 
sponged his ‘forehead and encouraged 
him with word and stimulant. But he 
was almost in.

Not that Forshaw was not game. He

Hatch, 
clear of the interference at the St. Louts 
end of the bridge, shot to the front, 
dodged in and out the throng of specta- 
tors about the club, and crossed the line 
winner. 

Only a scattering cheer greeted his ar- 
rival, as instead of coming down the 
lane cleared for him, he took his was 
through the open street. Forshaw fol- 
lowed a few moments later, and the run- 
ning of a great race was virtually over. 

The race Was remarkable in that not 
a contestant in the race was any worse 
for the running. m 

Fight cups, ranging in value from $250 
to $15, were given the men who finished 
in the first eight positions, and the tro- 
phies become the permanent property of 
the winners.

Guide for Travelers Gives List 
of Pictures, Statues and 
Buildings. 





A handbook, ‘‘Art in Our Own Coun- 
try,’’ compiled by the General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs and edited by 
Mrs. Everett W. Pattison of 4254 Olive 
street, has met with favor among the 
club women to whom it is dedicated. 

The New England Art Committee has 
requested 200 copies, the Chicago Com- 
mittee, 100 copies; the California. Com- 
mittee, 100; the Texas and Southwest- 
ern committees, 50 each, and the Kan- 
sas Committee, 25 gopies, from "% lim- 
ited issue of 1000 copies. 
Mrs. Pattison has been engaged with 
work for 14 months continuously 
and the appreciation of the club women 
has been her recompense. 

“Actually,’” Mrs. Pattison said, “I 
have been preparing for this work all 
my life, in my study of art’ and in my 
travels, so that the 14 months I have 
spent on editing this handbook repre- 
sent only the systematic arrangement 
and supplementary gathering of ma- 
terial. 

AeGuide for Travelers. 

‘It is the object of this guide to inter- 
est club women all over the country in 
artistic civic improvement and appre- 
ciation, and to provide a reliable guide 
for travelers desiring to see the best 
examples of local art in our cities, in- 
stead of continuing to scan the usual 
soldiers’ monuments, drinking foun- 
tains, park gates, etc. 

“In additon to this object the book is 
designed to furnish reference for club 
study, as a text or a reference. book, 
and to furnish a daily inspiration 
toward higher civic and artistic ideals. 
I realize that there will be many criti- 
cisms and I hope by their assistance 
to revise the work for a fuller and more 
complete guide to art.” 

Mrs. Pattison is chairman of the art 
section of the General Federation, and 
has personally visited many of the cities 
to obtain the necessary information 
Other descriptions have been acquired 
by careful correspondence. 

The following are indicated in the 
work as interesting and artistic features 
in St. Louis: 

Some St. Louis Attractions. 

Old Court House, Broadway, Fovugth, 
Chestnut and Market streets, in cross 
shape, with central ddme, — 1839-62. 
Original plans by Singleton, frescoes in 
lunette of dome by Carl Wimar, 1862;

New Carnegie Library, Cass Gilbert, 
architect. To front on Olive’ street, 
whole block between Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth streets. In the projected 
plan this building forms the northern 
portion of a group, including the City 
Hall, New Court House and other civic 
buildings. 

Union Station, by Theodore C. Link. 
Romanesque. Upper waiting room of 
noble proportions. Decorations by Louis 
V. Millet. 

St. Louis Club House, on Lindell ave- 
nue, by Henry Friedlander; Arthur Dil- 
lon, associate. Arch. Sfyle, French 
Renaissance. 

Artists’ Guild House, 1908, on” Union 
avenue. Louis Spiering, architect. 

Old Cathedral, Roman Catholic, ‘on 
Walnut street, 1834. Christ Church Ca- 


thedral, Protestant Episcopal, Locust 
and Thirteenth streets. LEidlitz, archi- 
tect. 


“It is by the residences of her citi- 
zens that St. Louis art is best judged,” 
writes Mrs. Pattison. ‘‘Note the resi- 
dential places, with gates and land: 
scape gardening. Several private homes 
have connecting galleries with collec- 
tions; among these the William K. Bix- 
by, Charles Parsons Pettus and Gilbert 
Chapman houses.”’ 


Statues in Parks. 
Statutes: Most important is the colos- 


sal Equestrian statute, “St, Louis;’’ by 
Chas. H. Niehaus, on an elevation in 
Forest Park in front of Art Museum. On 
the Museum are two bronze griffins by 
A. Phimister Proctor, and five symbolic 
statutes by Elwell, Linder, J. Jaegers, 
Hert and Heber. Others to be placed 
iss 1908 are three High Reliefs by Her- 
man MacNiel over the frent entrance. 
“Music,” ‘‘Architecture’’ and ‘“Litera- 
ture’ are the subjects. 

‘In Forest Park is a statute of Gen. 
Franz Siegel, by Robert Cauer, and at 
the main entrance a bronze and stone 
fountain by Romanellil, with adjuncts 
by Bringhurst and LeBeaume. 

In Tower Grove Park three statues by 


Von Mueller, “Humboldt,” ‘Shaks- 
peare’’ and ‘Columbus.’ In Lafayette 
Park, “‘Thomas' Benton,” by Harrie: 
Hosmer, and a replica of Houdon’'s 
‘*‘Washington.”’ 


Miss Hosmer’s ‘‘Beatrice Cenci”’ and 
paintings by Bingham are in the Mer- 
cantile Library. Missouri Historical So- 
ciety has interesting collections. 

Fred’k. Ruckstahl’s “Mercury Teas- 
ing the Eagle,”’ at intersection of’ Port- 
land place and Lake avenue. Daniel C. 
French is sculptor of the Pedimefnta] 
Groups on the Postoffice. Bringhurst's 
“Gen, Grant” is in the City Hall Square.

Institution. Charity Carnival 
Will Aid Was Found- 
ed in 1838. 








IS IN- NEED OF MONEY 





Was Once Where Southern 
Hotel Is Now—Then in 
Country. 


The St. Louis Protestant Orphans 
Home, which will participate in the 
Charity Carnival at Forest Park High- 
lands this year, is probably the oldest 
institution of its kind in the West. 

It was founded in December, 1834, by 
Mrs. Anne Perry an da few friends, and 
its first home was on the site of the 
Southern Hotel in the “rural’’ home of 
Mrs. Moses Scott, where for many years 
the waifs of the city were sheltered, 
until business began to enGroach upon 
the asyulm. 

In 1869 the Sanitary Commission of- 
fered the managers of the asylum the 
Soldiers’ Orphans Home in Webster, 
with about fifty acres of land. The old 
stone house which they took possession 
of in those days 1s still occupled. 

Five Buildings in All. 

The stone house is used as a home 
for the’ older boys. Around it are 
grouped the Leighton Cottage, the gift 
of Mrs. Isabella Leighton, in which the 
younger children live; the:- McKee Cot- 
tage, named after Miss Ellen McKee, 
occupied by the older girls, and the 
Budd building, used as a school. 

The Sylvester Hospitak named after 
Mrs. W. W. Sylvester, is a useful in- 
stitution. 

The farm lands which surround the 

buildings furnish pasturage for the herd 
of cows and plenty of gardening lands, 
which are tilled by the boys. There is 
also plenty of playground for the chil- 
dren, who have known nothing better 
than city streets and alleys. 
*The institution is entirely nonsectar- 
ian. The girls do @ great deal of the 
actual work of the institution, learning 
from experiénce all that a woman 
should know of the care of a home, in- 
cluding plain sewing. 

It is necessary at this time for the 
institution to go to a great deal of ex- 
pense in fhrnishing a new system of 
plumbing for the buildings, ‘and it is 
hoped the proceeds it will derive from 
the Charity Carnival will: make the im- 
provements possible.

STRIKING BAKERS AND $ HOP 
Fach Side Claims : 
Both Refuse to 
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Manners (the Men Were 
Afraid to Go up the Ladder) Laid Hold of Mr. Monk, 


Whose Little Joke in the Cemetery Nearly Depopulated 
Highland, Ky.— Tolled the Funeral Bell Four Times 
Every Night for a Year, Until the Neighbors Fled and 


‘ HOSTS? Wah! Who’s afraid 
(5 of them? Not I.” 

Miss Elsie E. Manners 
of Covington, Ky., just across the riv- 
er from Cincinnati, certainly has no 
fear of the supposed supernatural be- 
ings usually referred to as spooks. 
Vurthermore, she doesn't believe that 
spooks exist outside of the distorted 
itaagination of superstitious, high- 
strung persons of a nervous tempera- 
ment, and for that reason she put 
special emphasis on the word, “bah!” 
when she declared herself on the 
ghost question. 

Miss Manners is not different from 
any other pretty young woman of to- 
Cay. Perhaps she is possessed of 


}/ more bravery than most women and 


many men. 

But the only reason for singling her 
out for an opirion on ghosts is the 
fact that she discovered one—actual- 
ly put her hands on it and dragged it 
from its haunts; then choked it into 
submission and held it prisoner until 
liali a dozen timid men. who had kept 


at a safe distance, appeared with a 
chain and ropes. 

For nearly a year the residents in 
the vicinity of Highland Cemetery, 
sovth of Covington, have been mysti- 
fed by a phenomenon which they at- 
tributed to spirits of the dead in- 
terred in the cemetery. 

Almost every morning, between the 
hours of 1:30 and 2:30, the bell in 
the cemetery tower tolled, with no 
cne in sight and from no visible 
cause. The tower is inside the 
grounds, about five hundred feet from 
the entrance of the cemetery and a 
short distance to the rear of the sex- 
tun’s residence. It ig built of wood, 
with only one door, the key to which 
is always in the keeping of the sex- 
toh. 

Despite there being only one key 
and no way.in which any ordinary 
person could climb the steep walls of 
th- tower, the bell persisted in toll- 
ing until the entire section of the 
country was aroused. Finally the 
residents of Highland began to move 


away). 
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he superstitious negroes were 
gone before thelr white neighbors 
knew what had become of them after 
the first reports of the ghost spread. 
Then the white residents gradually 
found it to their best interests to lo- 
cate at a greater distance from the 
Lurying ground. Soon the entire town 
was depopulated. Only those whose 
duties at the cemetery compelled 
them to live in Highland remained. 

A peculiarity of the tolling of the 
bell was that it struck only four 
times each morning, and hundreds 
accepted the explanation that the 
spirit of some departed child had 
returned to protest against the fail- 
ure to toll the bell once for each 
year the decedent lived. In past 
years this had been the custom and 
its abolition, a few months before 
the spook began to manifest itself. 
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* Was not without considerable opposi- 


icon. On account of the number of 
s‘rokes the credulous believed that it 
was the spirit of a child tolling the 
toll, 

One evening a party of men living 
in the vicinity organized and set out 
te watch the tower and catch the cul- 
prit, if there was one, who was toll- 
ing the bell and disturbing the slum- 
bers of the sleepy and exciting the 
imaginations of the superstitious. The 
party hid underneath some _ rose 
bushes near by and awaited devel- 
opments. 

For two hours there was not a 
sound, end half the watchers were 
asleep. Those too frightened to close 
their eves had almost decided to 
phandon the watch, when, suddenly, 
the bell tolled four times. At the 
last stroke the heaviest sleeper in the 
party was outside of the cemetery 
gates and those who had remained 
awake were by that time hurdling 
barb-wire fences and ditches half a 
raie distant. The ghost was not 
canght that nicht. 

The following night another set of 
men essayed to discover the ghost. 
They, too, heard the bell tolling, Dut 


instead of running away rushed for 
the tower, a number of them enter- 
ing the building and, climbing up to 
the top where the bell hung, while 
others surrounded the tower at the 
bottom to prevent the escape of any- 
one from within. 

Those inside the tower found the 
bell still vibrating, but no cord or 
wire was attached to the clapper 
fod no one was in the cupola. Those 
on the ground were positive ‘hat no 
ons had descended from the roof of 
the structure. Thoroughly mystified, 
‘he party, after making a complete 
seurch of the grounds without result, 
dispersed. 3 

Several of-the more curious of the 
rarty waited. several nights  iater 
listening for the tol'ing of the bell, 
and they were not disappointed. They 
did not, however, leave their rooms in 
the boarding house across the street 
from the cemetery entrance. They 
were satisfied to gather in one room 
end, with open windows, listen for 
the omincus peals. 

Several o her parties mustered up 
enungh couiaze to lay in wait for 
the ghost, but always with the same 
result.

Finally the sexton, :uomas 4H. 
Wright, quit. Whiight and his family 
lived within a few paces of the al- 
leged haunted tower, and both he and 
his wife were becoming nervous 
wrecks. 

Wright carried the only key to the 
tower. He knew no one else pos- 
sessed one, and every time he felt the 
cold touch of the brass in his pocket 
he shuddered. Several times he was 
tempted to throw the key away, but 
he dared not let it get out of his pos- 
session for fear some of the residents 
in the vicinity or officials of the Cem- 
etery Association would accuse him 
of being a party to a hoax. Wright 
wanted to chop the tower down and 
use it for kindling wood, but the 
cemetery trustees wouldn’t let him, 
in spite of the fact that it was no 
longer used, so he handed in his 
resignation. 

Then the trustees wouldn’t let him 
quit his job, But Wright was desper- 
ats and he managed to get out, bag 
= baggage, between a day and a 
nient. 

The new sexton signed a contract 
for a number of years before he got 
within five hundred miles of Cin- 


cinnati. He didn’t know about the 
ghost, of course, and no one had the 
heart to tell him about it. Strangely 
enough, the bell did not toll for near- 
ly two weeks. 

The spook was taking a rest, but it 
was not for long. Just when those 
who had had the temerity to remain 
in the neighborhood were beginning 
tu breath easier, the clanging of the 
bell began anew, this time always 
nbout midnight. : 

At the first appearance of the ghost 
.nder the new sexton’s regime, that 
worthy rushed out, revolver in hand, 
ready to shoot the man who dared 
cisturb his sleep at that hour of the 
night. Snow covered the ground and 
chilling blasts swept over the hills, 
but the angry sexton, barefooted and 
clad only in his nightehirt, paid little 
heed to this as he stealthily crept 
around the tower. He found nothing 
to shoot at.. 

On the following pight the perform- 
ance was repeated and: the sexton 
took the monument maker, his near- 
est neighbor, into his confidence. The 
story of the spirit of the child whose 
age had not been recorded by strokes 
of the bell at the fungral was re- 
peated to the caretaker, ‘The. sexton 
*‘p0oh-poohed” this theory’and called 
for volunteers to’help him apprehend 
the practical joker, 

But no volunteers appeared. Not 
until after the story of the haunted 
tower had been printéd in the local 
newspapers. 

Miss Manners read the startling ac- 
count and at once proposed tv lea 


an expedition to capture the ghost. 
Six brave men accompanied her. 

The first thing Miss Manners did, 
afver a thorough daylight inspection 
of the tower and its environments, 
was to place a lighted lamp inside. 
I. had been placed too high and a 
eust of wind blew it out the first 
night of the watch under the new 
leadership. “The ghost!” cried the 
men as the light went out, and fled 
in terror. 

Thereafter the lamp did not go out, 
but for four nights the ghost failed 


to ring the bell. 


“This is a timid ghost and must 
first become accustomed to the new 
order of things in his favorite 
haunt,” reasoned Miss Manners, and 
she reasoned aright. The ghost ap- 
peared the fifth night and the plucky 
Covington girl was on hand ‘“o throt- 
tle it. She had previously placed a 
ladder at the side of the tower. and 
at. the first peal of the bell she went 
te the top of it two rungs at a time. 

Ashen pale and trembling, the six 
brave men expected Miss Manners to 
be carried into ghostland by the 
spuok, until they heard her cry out: 

“I've got him; bring some ropes, 
quick." 

' Ropes And a long chain were 
brought as soon as the men could col- 
lect their senses and the ghost was 
securely bound, hands, feet and tail. 

The “ghost” was a monkey! He 
was a small specimen of the genius 
Simia that had escaped from the Cin- 
cinnati Zoological Gardens about a 
year previous. 


For a whole year the simian had 
made the cemetery his abode, lodging 
fn the bell tower at night. Perhaps 
the monkey was musically inclined 
and rang the bell purposely, but it is 
generally supposed that the animal's 
weight, when it leaped to the top 
of the bell each night, caused a vibra- 
tion sufficient to make four strokes 
of the gong. 

How the monkey managed to sub- 
sist for a year, in a cemetery, above 
all places, is a puzzle to the officials 
of the Zoo. They are also at a loss to 
explain how it escaped discovery for 
that length of time and how it man- 
aged to get across the Ohio River in 
the first place, unless it wag stolen 
from the Zoo and carried over by the 
thief. 

Climbing vines covered all four 
sides of the tower in the cemetery 
and made it easy for the “ghost” to 
reach the cupola, but every vestige of 
the vines has been removed, for fear 
that another spook will make the 
tower his place of habitation. 

“IT never was afraid of spooks, eve. 
when a little girl,” said Miss Man- 
ners. “Mother always taught me 
there was no such thing as a ghost, 
end whenever anyone told a ghost 
story I regarded it as pure fiction. 
When I heard of the ghost at Hi-h- 
land Cemetery and knew of my own 
personal knowledge that the bell rea!. 
ly did ring, I conclnded at once that 
an animal of some kind was responal- 
bie for it. 

‘To tell the truth, I was a bit 
afraid when I reached into the ecunola 
that night, but not of spooks. I didn't 
then know what kind of an animal it 
was and what it might do to me. The 
light I had placed in the tower was 
rather dim, and all I could see was 
a bare outline.” 

The “ghost” is still in chains and 
the vacant houses at Highland are 
beginning to fill up again

HE Roman Catholic au- 
thorities are disturbed 
over the notification re- 

cently sent by the Finance De- 
partment of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment to the hierarchy in our 
neighboring re} ublic ordering 
an inventory of all the chrrch 
property in Mexico, oz the 
ground that it is the property of 
the Government. It is under- 
stood that the Vatican will re- 
sist this claim to the end. 
Catholic Church authorities in 
St. Louis assert that the Mexi- 
can Government has no claim 
whatever to any of the property 
involved. Under the new ruling 
the Church loses ownership of 











Gcvernment should make the claim 
it does in the recent notification. This 
ordered the bishops to have an inven- 
tory made of all of the Church prop- 
erty within their jurisdiction, be- 
cause, said the circular, the property 
belongs to the Government. 

The civil authorities who are re- 
sponsible for this extraordinary claim 
to property amounting to thousands 
ot millions of dollars must be densely 
ignorant of what is going on in the 
world today. Recently a similar

France notified the Vatican to take 
an inventory of all the cathedrals and 
churches in the country and of their 
contents, on the ground that they 
were the property of the Government, 
which intended to take possession 
thereof. This happened iess than 
three years ago. France, in number- 
less official notices. announced that 
1. owned and would possess all of the 
churches, that it would dispossess the 
church authorities, that if necessary 
it would sell the churches and cathe- 
drals or descroy them or close them. 
What was the result? Not one 
single cathedral or church has been 
taken possession of by the French 
Government. They.are all occupied 
and used today by the church author- 
ities as they were formerly. Instead 
of the Church being defeated, the 
Combs ministry and various other 
ministries which proposed to car- 
ry out this political program have 
been ignominousiy thrown out of 
power. The Church today in fact is 
in a stronger position than it was 
in France before the controversy be- 
con. The only difference is that the 
congregations of the churches enter, 


the sacred edifices now by the mde 
dour instead of by the front door! 

When the Church defied the French 
Government to evict it, the Govern- 
ment threw up its hands and declared 
liself helpless. The Vatican today 
does not acknowledge, and does not 
propose to acknowledge, that the 
French Government owns a single 
doliar’s worth of the thousands of 
millions of dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty concerned in this controversy. 

What the Vatican does in regard to 
France it can do in regard to Mexico. 
The Mexican Government can claim 
what it likes. It can assert its owner- 
ship of anything under the sun. It 
may claim not only all the church 
property in Mexico, but all of that in 
the United States and the Cathedral 
of St. Peters at Rome and the Vat- 
ican itself. But what the Mexican 
Covernment claims and what the 
Church acknowledges are two en- 
tirely different things. 

Of course, the Mexican Government 
has not yet proposed to evict from the 
ehurches in the Republic the priests 
and bishops. ._These remain thus far 
in undisturbed possession’ of their 
Churck edifices and Church property. 


But it is perrectly clear what may 
happen in the near future. The rob- 
beries, the spoliations and the num- 
berless violent acts of deprivation 
which the Church has suffered since 
its organization, in every instance 
commenced with a similar notifica- 
tion. These acts were always com- 
mitted under the semblance of law, 
the foundation of which was the pre- 
liminary notice that the Church had 
lost its ownership in its own prop- 
erty if it ever possessed it. 

All kinds of alleged moral argu- 
ments have been advanced as the 
reason for such action. Spoliation on 
a grand scale always proceeds on 
moral grounds. 


To Protect Art. 


The Mexican Government, in its re- 
cent notification to the bishops, in- 
formed them that one of the reasons 
tor its action was to prevent the ex- 
portation from Mexico of valuable 
works of art. The Italian Govern- 
ment has passed and enforced a law 
to prevent works of art from being 
exported from the country. 

But there is a wide difference be- 
tween the Italian law and the Mexi- 
can claims. The Italian Government 
never claimed, and does not today 
cleim, to own the works of art in the 
tralian churches. The Mexican Gov- 
ernment claims that it is the owner. 
The Italian Government does not 
claim to own the Italian churches, but 
the Mexican Government does claim 
that it owns the Mexican churches. 

Under the Italian law any church in 
Italy may sell a work of art which it 
possesses so long ax the latter is not 
to be exported out of the country. The 
‘aw also applies to individuals. An 
italian nobleman owning valuable 
neirlooms is prohibited from selling 
them when it is proposed to send 
them out of Italy, but he has perfect 
liperty to sell them to anybody in 
'taly who will keep them in Italy. 

{t will therefore be seen that there 
is not the smallesi resemblance be- 
tween the Italian law and the new 
Mexican law. The Mexican Govern- 
ment asserts that all the Church prop- 
erty including the churches as well 
as the works of art they contain, are 
the property of the Government. The 
Italian Government never made any 
such claim. 


The Church has been accustomed ig the great question of possession, 
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fur centuries to receiving notifications 
from various governments that it 
does not own its own property. With 
an experience of 1800 years it knows 
how to handle this proposition. 

The Church would rather be robbed 
cf a million dollars than be cowed 
into giving up one dollar. The Vatican 
eannot be frightened. It will always 
fight to the end for its own. It has 
frequently lost, but that makes no 
difference where a great principle is 
at stake. 

Indeed, many statesmen claim that 
poverty increases the power of the 
Church, that wealth decreases it, and 
that the frequent persecutions. to 
which she is subjected only 
strengthen her. Certain it is that 
the Chureh itself and many of its 
orders have repeatedly been stripped 
of all their possessions, with the re- 
sult that they have only become the 
stronger. 

Nevertheless, the Church has al- 
ways protested against these rob- 
beries and always will. It never com- 
promises. 

The churches and cathedrals in 
Mexico were built after many sacri- 
fices by the Church authorities with 
their own money. The present Mex- 
icen Government did not contribute 
one cent towards the erection of the 
great cathedral in the City of Mex- 
ico, which cost millions of dollars. 
This structure was built by the 
Church with its own funds, yet the 
Government claims to own it today. 
tm: what right? That will be the in- 
teresting question. There is a whole 
library of '*w books on this subject 
in the Vatican. The Mexican politi- 
cians in matters of this kind are mere 
infants compared with the diplomats 
of the Vatican, who were born and 
brought up in an atmosphere sur- 
charged with the moral and legal 
grounds for taking Church property. 

Entirely aside from these grounds 
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which is said to be nine points of the 
law. Let the Mexican Government fol- 
low up its preposterous claim to own- 
ership by an attempt at possession of 
the Mexican churches, necessitating 
tLe eviction of the Church, and then 
we will see what will happen. 

This is precisely the condition that 
confronted the French Government 
within three years. The Church de- 
fed the French Government to evict 
it and has remained in undisturbed 
possession. So will the Mexichn Gov- 
enrment be defied.

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The Strange Story of How Stephen B. 
Elkins, Missourian, Was Saved by 
Members of Quantrell’s Guerillas and Why

HAT would the Younger broth- 
W ers and other members of the 
James gang and Quantrell’s 
guerillas: say if they could see their 
one-time friend, Senator “Steve” Elk- 
ins, an honored guest at the Quirinal 
at Rome and hear him calling the 
haughty Duke of Abruzzi “son’’?

A this very day “Steve's” 
brother is Postmaster at Columbia, 
Mo., and Missouri has a very lively 
interest in the romance of Katherine 
El’ ‘ns and the Duke of-the Abruzzi. 

Put how about Victor Emmanuel? 
\Would he take kindly to the early 
fiends of his cousin’s father-in-law? 
What would the King have to say if 
a Missourian, attired in a frock coat 
and slouch ‘hat a la the McCutcheon 
“toons, should stalk up to the 
Quirinal and ask if “Steve was in’? 


And Elkins Got Mad. 

The House of Savoy, to which the 
l'alian royal family belongs, is one 
of the oldest, proudest and richest in 
Europe, and “Steve” Elkins will be 
the first friend of any Missouri bandit 
ever to sit down at a family dinner in 
one of the royal palaces.

The Senator’s War Record.

That showed him to 
have enlisted at Westport, Mo., and 
to have been Captain of Company H, 
Seventy-seventh Regiment of Mis- 
souri Enrolled Militia from Dec. 30, 
1862, until some time in 1864.

St. Louis Undertakers Tell 
Remarkable Experiences— 
The Close Call of a 
Mexico, Mo., Business 
Man, Now Alive, Whc 
Was Being Embalmed 


~~ SOMMITTEE of the Legislature 
A of Massachusetts reported to 

that body that: 

“Ten persons are buried alive in 
the United States each day in the 
year. Each year 3500 persons in this 
country are buried alive.” 

These statements were not the re- 
sult of guess work. They bore the 
official stamp of science. 

& law had been introduced into 
the Legislature of Massachusetts to 
prevent premature burial by provid- 
ing that the body of every person in 
that State supposed to be dead 
should be submitted to certain tests 
by two physicians appointed for that 
purpose by the State before a burial 
permit be issucd. 

There were men in that Legislature 
who did not believe that men, women 
and children were buried alive. And 
they did not see any use of enacting 
such a law. It was at their sugzes- 
tion that the committee was appoint- 
ed to investigate premature burial 
and determine whether it was 
— or not that persons were buried 
alive. 

And this committee, after an ex- 
beustive investigation, reported that 
3590 ons annually were buried 
alive in the United States. The com- 
mittee sajd nothing about the num- 
_ ber of persons who are killed annu- 
ally in this country by unskillful em- 
balmers who cut open the arteries of 
living persons supposed to be dead 
avd inject a poisonous fluid into the 
_tteries. There is no way of know- 

g how many of these are killed each 
ar, but that the number is large 

competent embalmer will deny. 

The Legislative Committee of Mas- 
sachusetts got its statistics from 
many sourees, from undertakers who 
had exhumed bodies already buried 
and from persons supposed to be dead 
who had regained consciousness. 

Every time the bodies in an old 
graveyard are moved evidences are 
fownd that persons were buried alive. 
Hands are found upraised, fingers 
clinched tn the hair, and in many in- 
stances the hair has been torn out. 
by the handful. 

To find out if there were any 
k n cases of premature burial in 
St. Louls the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
interviewed many of the undertakers 
here. One of the prominent under- 
tekers in St. Louis is C. R. Lupton, 
4449 Olive street. 

“Buried alive in St. Louis? Cer- 
teinly. Hundreds nave been buried 
ative bere. But more, many more 
than that, have had their lives ended 
b unskiliful embalmers,” said Mr. 
Iapton. “I will tell you of a case 
thut came under my own observation, 
b 1 I decline to give the name of the 
man who was supposed to have died 
end who was brought back to life by 
né.

He had been 
decd four hou:e when I reached the 
Louse, He had been sick and failing 
for qnite a whie. The family doctor 
had paid his last visit early in the 
ofternoon and had told the family 
wien he left that the man could not 
live until midnight and would proba- 
bly die before dark. 

“About 6 o’clock that afternoon the 
man, to all appearances, died. 1 
reached the house at 10 o’clock with 
my instruments for embalming. I 
romoved the sheet from the face and 
looked at the body. It had every 
eppearance of being dead. I supposed 
be was dead. A doubt of that never 
entered my mind. I made no tests 
to ascertain if he was dead, because 
there is no infallible test of death ex- 
cept decomposition. 


Undertaker Startled. 


“But, notwithstanding I did not 
have a doubt that tases man was dead, 
I began. It is an invariable rule of 
mine, as ft is of all scientific embalm- 
ers, to observe carefully the blood in 
the artery after opening it. In this 
care, when I opened the artery pre- 
paratory to injecting the embalming 
fluid, I noticed, first, that the artery 
was full of blood, a most unusual 
thing, because after death the blood 
leaves the arteries and goes into the 
veins and smaller capillaries. 

“In this case the blood had the 
color of life, and it trickled from the 
incision I made. I sat there and 
watched it, not yet with any thought 
that the man was not ded, but out 
of curiosity. I sat holding the ar- 
tery in my fingers and as I did so 
I thought I noticed a very slight in- 
crease of the quantity of blood 
trickling from the incision, and then 


a cessation of it. 

“Il was Where before I 
had watched the artery only with 
curiosity, now I it with in- 
tentness, waiting to see if there would 
be*another increase In the trickle of 
blood. For fully 10 minutes I watched 
without noting any change, and then 
egain I thought I noticed just a slight 
increase in the quantity of blood that 
was oozing from the cut artery. And 
then there was a wait of another 10 
minutes and J noticed it again. 

“Tl was a younger and less experi- 
enced man then than I am now and | 
War excited and startled. I felt sure 
that the peculiar action of the blood 
im that artery could only be caused 
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by a pulsation of the heart. I laid the 
aim down and went out into another 
room and called a member of the 
family and told him. I told him I 
might be, and probably was, mis- 
taken, and I warned him to keep 
the matter secret, as I did not wish 
to raise the hope of the man’s wife 
upon a bare suspicion, but I sent him 
in haste for the famsy doctor. When 
he came I told him what I had seen 
ind what my belief was. 

“The doctor was one of those who 
cannot béar to admit that they are 
not infallible. The first thing he did 
was to feel the man’s pulse and put 
his ear down over his heart. He ob- 
sei ved the blood in the artery, too, 
and when his examination was over, 
he said, rather scornfully: 

“*The man ts dead.’ 

“I insisted that there was yet life 
in the body and the aoctor sent to his 
otfice for his stethoscope and he made 
a test with that, putting it over the 
Leart to detect if there was any pulsa- 
tion. Again he deciared that the man 
was dead. He went away. 

He I sat there watching for 
these faint indications in the blood 
cf a beating heart. As I watched I 
baa the satisfaction of seeing the 
trickle of blood increase to a regular 
flow, and as the surcharged arteries 
became relieved the pulsation of the 
heart become more rapid and normal, 
until it was so strong that anyone 
could see that the man was living. 
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“Then I called in the member of 
the family again and sent him for 
that physician and when he came he 
shed his coat in an Instant and went 
to work. Such an excitement you 
Gever saw. When the wife and chil- 
cren found that the husband and fa- 
ther had come back to them from the 
dead their rejoicing knew no bounds. 

“At 2 o’clock that morning the man 
Was sitting up in his bed and talking. 
When breakfast was ready next 
morning he got up and sat at the 
table; and I had the pleasure of sit- 
ting opposite him and of seeing him 
eat quite a hearty meal for a sick 
man. 

“IT asked the man iff he had any 
consciousness of his condition and 
he said he did not. 

“You can readily \ surmise what 
weuld have happened to that man if 
the family had called in one of those 
men who combine the business of 
atable keeping, livery, coal, ice, feed 
and embalming. he would have had 
him full of poison in a jiffy. 

“And if it had not been for the 
process of embalming this man would 
uodoubtedly have been buried alive, 
and he probably would have regained 
consciousness after he was buried, as 
so many have in the past.” 

The expertness of an embalmer 
saved the life of Mrs. William Hirth 
tn Bast St. Louis. She lived at 1133 
S*. Loule avenue. She was 7° years 
old and was feeble and fll. She lived 
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with her husband and a brother-in- 
law. She was suppused to have died 
parly one evening and was “laid out” 
on a bed in a middle room and after 
a lapse of several hours the Degen- 
Deussard Undertaking Co., 915 Ill- 
nois avenue, was notified to come and 
prepare the body for burial. George 
H. Broggelmeyer is the embalmer of 
this firm and is declared by the State 
Board of Embalmers to be one of the 
most expert in Illinois. Mr. Broggel- 
meyer tells of his experience as fol- 
lows: 


“It was 2 o'clock In the morning 
shen I reached the house. The wom- 
an had then been apparently dead 
for eight hours. There were two men 
in the front room and they .showed 
me into the middl* room where the 
body lay on the bed, her whole body 
covered with a sheet. 

“She had every appearance of 
death, and at that moment there 
would have been no way of telling 
that she was not dead, But when I 
made an incision I noticed that the 
blood was not of the color usual in 
death and I went no further with the 
operation. The letting of blood was 
what was needed to restore her to 
copsciousness. As I waited I heard 
her groan twice so weakly that I 
could hardly hear it. But after a 
while she opened her eyes and said: 

“"My God! My God.’ 

“I chafed her limbs and called in 
the husband and brother-in-law to 
he'p me and gradually we restored 
her to life. 

““Are you a doctor?” she asked me. 
I told her | was and I carefully con- 
cealed my embalming tnstruments. 
We called in e »obysician and she 
soon recovered ard lived.” 
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“Rose From the Dead’-—Man Who 
Tore His Hair in Coffin | 


W. G. Thomas, proprietor of the 
yarber shop in the Buckingham Club, 
om King’s highway, near Lindell 
toulevard, St. Louis, was an under- 
taker in New Madison, O: His father, 
C. Thomas, was an undertaker there 
for many years and his son assisted 
rim. 

“My father and I exhumed and 
moved a large number of bodies from 
the old cemetery in New Madison 
and reburied them in the new Green 
Mound Cemetery in that town,” says 
Mr. Thomas. “Among the bodies we 
moved was that of Charles Townsend, 
a young man of about 18 years, who 
was supposed to have been instantly 
killed while coasting down a hill head 
first, in the winter. While going at 


a great speed als head struck some- 
thing and he was picked up, dead to 
all appearances. 

“But when We opened his grave we 
found that he had been’ buried alive. 
Aiud he had lived a long time after he 
was buried, for we found evidences of 
pe strong and protracted struggle. He 
had been buried several vears and the 
voffin had deteriorated so much that 
when we took it up the lid came off 
in lifting it and the body was exposed 
io view. 


Struggled Below Earth. 


“My father had buried him and he 
said that when the coffin was closed 
for the funeral the limbs were 
siraight and the hands were crossed 
on the breast. | 

“We found him with both hands 
reixed to the side of the head. Tufts 
of hair had been pulled from the head 
ua were elutched in the fingers. 
Pieces of flesh had been gouged out 
of the face by the finger naile and 
both knees were raised tightly against 
the coffin lid. 

“We can only imagine the agony he 
endured in that underground strug- 
sle My father said the indications 
were that he had been alive and fight- 
ing for freedom perhaps for hours. 
We never told any of his people of 
what we had found. It would have 
caused them too much suffering. 

“a relative of my father came near 
being buried. alive four different 
times,”’ continued Mr. Thomas. “She 
was Mrs. Susan Smith and she lived 
in my father’s home and raised me. 
Three times in the old country she 
went into a comatose condition and 
was declared dead by doctors. Each 
time she was prepared for burial and 
narrowly escaped being buried alive. 
Once after she came to this cquntry 
and lived in our howe she went again

into the comatose condition and was 
pronounced dead. My father, who 
knew about the other experiences of 
hers did not believe she was dead, and 
he called in the best doctors and 
they tried all the tests known to them 
to discover if she was alive. 

“They declared that she was dead 
beyond a doubt and she was laid out 
for burial and was placed in her 
coffin and the services were being 
conducted when she’arose in her cof- 
fin. That happened when I was a lit- 
tle boy, but I remember it very dis- 
tinctly. She died in New Madison 
only two months ago and was buried.”

Her case was such a remarkable 
one that physicians by the dozen 
drove out from Kansas City to seé 
her and it was reported in all the 
londing medical journals. If she bad 
awakened a half-hour later than she 
did she would have been buried alive. 

Another well-authenticated case of 
apparent death was that of the rob- 
ber Hildebrand, who was taken from 
the Jail at Hancock, Pulaski County, 
Mo., and lynched by a mob and pro- 
nounced dead by « physician after 
hanging by the neck for 20 minutes, 
Hiis body was cut down and thrown 
in a ravine. Several months later

brand was not dead. After he had 
been hanged and thrown in the rav- 
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@ra! hours before he was rescued. 
He is George Hayward, a jeweler. A 
few years ago he was accidentally 
struck in the head with the tine of 
a pitchfork. The steel point pene- 
trated his skull and he fell apparently 
dead. He was prepared for burial. 
Recently he told the following story: 

“Well-known faces would peer 
down at me as I lay with my eyes 
half closed. Tears rained on my face 
as the burial shroud was wrapped 
around my body. As soon as the 
undertaker arrived I knew I was to 
be buried alive. Try as I would, 
nothing could break the spell which 
bound me. Every word spoken was 
dietinct to my mind, 

“The time for the funeral arrived, 
end the service was preached over 
my living but rigid body. The wun- 
dertaker approached and the lid of 
my prison house was fastened down. 
Life seemed all but gone when this 
took place. The coffin was shoved 
into the wagon and the trundling of 
the vehicle sounded in my ears, 

“I soon heard the clods of earth 
fal'ting heavily on the lid of the 
casket. There I was, being entombed 
alive, unable to speak or stay the 
hands of my friends. My effort to 
move proved futile, and the close air 
of the coffin seemed stifling to me. 
Suddenly the shoveling ceased and 
the silence of the tomb was complete. 

“I did not seem to have the fear 
that a person would naturally expect 
under the circumstances. It seemed a 
long time and then I heard again the 
scraping of a shovel on my coffin lid. 
I felt myself raised and borne away. 
I felt the light as it struck my closed 
eyclids and then I heard someone 
say: “Look out, you fool, he is alive!’ 

“In a few moments I was fully 
alive and awake. I owed my life to 
the doctors’ dispute about what 
caused my death. After I was buried 
they got to wrangling about {ft and 
they went out at night and secretly

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~ Why One House Fly Killed in 

| May Means 52 Billions Less Flies 
in July Explained in a Timely 
Warning Against the Pest Which Spread Infec- 
tion, Causing Deaths From Typhoid Fever and 


Other Diseases. 


W Louis’ deadly pest, the house fly, will 

. make its treappearance, to remain in 
greatly increasing and then gradually diminish- 
ing pumbers until the end of September. 

Viewed by itself, thy familiar fly seems to be 
a veiv agreeable, aps tidy, little insect; mind- 
ing its own businé and studiously avoiding 
tiou.le. At least, that ‘is one way of regarding 
the house flv. 

Here is ano‘her and far different way: Each 
of the fly’s six legs has two pads and each of 
these carries 1200 hairs. That makes a total of 
7200 hairs, eackt one of which secretes a sticky 
fluid. 

The sticky contents of the pads exude through 
the hairs at every step, thus enabling the fly to 
maintain a position either on window panes or 
ceiling. If the pads existed alone the insect would 
experience difficulty in removing them. As mat- 
ters stand, the claws are raised when the pads 
adhere to anything, and are lowered when it is 
desired to take another step. By the pressure,of 
their points against the ground and the lifting 
of the “heel,” the pads are released. Proof that 
glue exudes is obtainable by noting the dead 

les stuck to the walls in autumn. Weakness 
.as disabled the insects so that even the action of 
their claws had become impossible, with the 
consequence that the glue has permanently hard- 
ened or set. 


mologist of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, in a recent report says: 

“The principai insect agent in the spread of 
tvphoid is tte common house fly. Ten days com- 
pletes a generation of house flies in the summer. 
The number of eggs ‘aid by each female fly av- 
erages 120. Thus, under favorable circumstances, 
the offspring of a single, over-wintering house 
fly may, in the course of a summer, reach a figure 
almost beyond belief.” 

For the purpose of making a conservative cal- 
culation as to what that figure might be, let it 
be assumed that only one-half-of a fly’s output of 
eggs hatch out and live to raise families of their 
own. One fly raises 60 daughters in 10 days, these 
have each 60, 3600, in 10 more days. In 30 days 
the number ha-¢ grown to 216,00, and to 12,960,000 
in 40 days. Allowing 10090 flies to the ounce, or

July 1, providing, of course, that nothing happens 
to interfere with each succeeding generation’s al- 
lotted span of life. But if the early fly of May 1 
meets with an untimely end just at the very com- 
mencement of its career, its death at that time 
will represent so many millions, possibly billions, 
fewer flies later on in the season. 

There is, however, another way in which to 
fight the St. Louis house fly and to prevent it 
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Now, the house fly has a very keen scent for 
filth of any kind. Whenever there is any within 
a hundred yards or so, the fly goes for it to 
smear its mouth and all the sticky hairs of its 
six legs with dirt and disease germs. A second 
or two suffices to gather up many thousands of 
these disease germs, and then off goes the fly re Pd 
to nearest kitchen or dining room. There the fly plait SS — 
crawls over the meat, butter, bread, cake, any- 3 
thing it can find in fact, and often gets into the 
milk pitcher, depositing large numbers of disease 
germs at every step. The house fly is as disgust- 
ing as it is dangerous. 

Prof. William L. Underwooi of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, recently took a 
micro-photograph showing the tracks of a fly 
across a glass of Deef jelly, which takes up and 
nourishes germ life. In the few seconds which 
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that “special micro-organismo” which Dr. G. Vol- 
pino described some months ago as the “patho- 
genic agent” of the “infezion viscerali” affecting 
infants in summer. 

The importance of this identification is mani- 
fest. It may explain the enormous diffusion of 


found that on the walking apparatus. the wings, 
the proboscides, and, in general all over the 
bodies of the flies, there were pathogenic bacilli 
not only in vast quantities but of the most varied 
forms, the latter observation seeming natural 
enough when we think of the infinity of soiled 


form. Examining the statistics of the Italian 
death rate, he found that while in the last 20 
years well-nigh all infective diseases aré on the 
wane, some, and these the intestinal. show little 
or no tendency to decrease. Inferring that these 
ailments must be propogated by other than the 


from carrying and. spreading dangerous disease 
germs to food intended for human beings. This 
is by a careful system of screening and by taking 
every precaution that food is always kept where 
flies can never get to it. 

Reeently, in Paris, it was shown that the com- 
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it took to cross the surface of the jelly the fly 
deposited millions of dangerous disease germs. 
Each spot on the photograph reproduced here- 
with, represents a colony of germs. Prof. Under- 
wood counted one colony and found that it con- 
tained 46,000,000 germs of typhoid fever, dipb- 
theria, malaria, cnd other diseases. 

It has been conclusively shown that a ma- 
jority of cases .f typhoid fever which had been 
attributed te defective plumbing were in reality 
due to fly infection. Prof. L. O. Howard, ento-

of Prof. Saverio Santori of the bacteriological 
laboratory of tle Roman commune, by which he 
demonstrates t%e fly is causing the dissemination 


usual agents, against which we neglect, to guard 
ourselves, Prof. Santori bethought him of the 
flies. 

He thereupon made a study of the “flora bac- 
terica’’ contained in their digestive tube, on the 
tracks they left on the places over which they

taking special care that the said flies came from 
the most frequented localities, especially from 


substances upon which the fly alights. 

At the same time, this variety of form in the 
bacilli was much less in the digestive tube, 
one form so preponderating as to ma*e all the 
others practically non-existent. P.of. Santori, in 
fact, from cultures derived from flies frequenting 
a Roman market place, succeeded in isolating a 
bacillus which under the microscope appeared 
mobile, short and stunted, its characteristics,

Last fall he was exiled to 
Fort Grant, Ariz., a desolate. aban- 
coned army post, crumbling to ruins 
and located in the dreary sage brush, 
niles from civilization There he 
parsed alone the monotonous Arizona 
winter, lodged in a miserable adobe 
house, With the advent of hot 
weather he has now been sent to ihe 
low tropically hot, malaria-ridden 
enst coast of Florida, to live alone in 
the abandoned St. Francis Barracks, 
near St. Augustine: 

The strange fortune of Col. Stew- 
yr: is being discussed in St. Louis, 
Chicago and at military posts in the 
Mi‘tdle West, because of its extraor- 
dirary nature and the perse@nal ac- 
ounintance nearly all the office's 
iin those places have with him. The 
ofiicers at Jefferson Barracks, in the 
commissary and recruiting offices 
here, know him personally, as do the 
officers at Chicago, at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Fort Riley and other army 
Hosts in this part of the country.

The condemned man was 
pluced: on a vessel of the navy, all the 
officers and men aboard being or- 
dered not to speak of the United 
Strtes or anything convected with 
this country in his presence. 

The poor—fellow was transferred 
from one ship to ano her at sea or 
in some foreign harbor. He never 
wat permitted to go ashore any- 
where, nor to read an American 
newspaper, nor to have a map of the 
United States, nor to know an‘ hing 
that happened “at home,” during the 
res. of his life. In other respects he 
was given the comforts and respect 
due an officer of his rank. For 50 
years he cruised about and then 
death mercifully put an end to the 
sad loneliness of his broxen heart.

And how long is this officer to re- 
main an exile. He is 59 years old. 
He entered the army as a Lieutenant 
of artillery in 1866, at the age of 17. 
dis rank now entitles him to the com- 
mand of an artillery post.. In three 
years he will reach the age—62—when 
the Commander-in-Chief may retire 
him. At the age of 64, in 1913, he 
would be compelled to retire. His 
friends and family believe that his 
exile is to continue until he is 62 
years old, or throughout the remain- 
der of his active life. 

The only intimation that has 
reached the public of why this offi- 
cet has been treated as he has is an 
ulofficial statement from the War 
Lepartment that he is “temperamen- 
tally impossi' le.” No explanation is 
made of what “temperamentally im- 
possible” means. No such language 
occurs in the Articles of War, nor is 
it in the catalogue of offenses for 
which an officer may be tried by court- 
luartial, to say nothing of being ex- 
ied without trial.
